FORTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  SESSION 

Held  at  York,  Pa. 

December  13,  14,  IS,  1921. 


Tuesday  Morning 


In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  the  arrangements 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  met  in  forty-ninth 
Annual  Session,  at  10:30  o'clock,  in  the  auditorium  of  the  high  school  build- 
ing, York,  Pa.  All  the  officers  were  in  their  places,  and  Worthy  Master  John 
A.  McSparran  presided  as  the  Grange  opened  in  full  form  in  the  Fourth 
Degree.  It  is  noteworthy  that  this  was  the  first  session  in  the  history  of 
the  organization  at  which  every  county  in  the  State  was  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation, while  the  number  of  delegates  in  attendance  was  the  largest  on 
record. 

The  Worthy  Overseer.  Brother  Roland  Benjamin,  of  Bradford  County, 
occupied  the  chair  while  the  Worthy  Master  delivered  his  annual  address 
which  was  as  follows: 


WORTHY  MASTER'S  ADDRESS 
Officers,  Delegates  and  Fellow  Patrons: 

I  need  not  remind  you  that  we  are  met  here  for  serious  business 
Wherever  Farm  leaders  sit  in  council  whether  in  Granges  or  other  Farm 
Organizations  the  occasion  is  a  serious  one  and  the  result  of  their  deliberations 
fraught  with  deep  import.  Once  the  Farmer  was  a  careless  individual  If 
he  did  not  like  conditions  in  one  State  he  pulled  up  stakes  and  went  to  new 
soil  and  new  environment.  No  such  opportunity  remains  for  him  now  The 
best  lands  are  taken  and  many  of  the  newer  settlements  are  already 
overcapitalized  and  the  very  pioneers  are  facing  a  readjustment  of  values 
that  bids  fair  to  wipe  out  the  equities  their  hard  work  and  rigorous  life  have 
earned  in  their  properties.  So  that  whether  in  the  old  or  new  settle- 
ment difficult  problems  are  found  that  tax  the  finest  students  of  political 
economy  in  their  solutions.  The  meeting  therefore  of  representatives  of 
93,000  of  the  sturdy  yeomanry  of  this  great  State  at  this  time  calls  for  a  care 
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in  HPiiberation  and  a  flae  choice  in  the  expression  ot  their  sentiments  that

But  these  so-called  expert  financters 
foreot  Te  link  in  the  chain  of  their  deliberate  deflation  process,  and  that 
was  th^t  when  the  farmer  had  no  paying  market  the  greatest  consumer  was 
7orced  to  ^uit  buying  and  industry  lost  its  orders  and  labor  its  jobs.  Once 
Sculture  wouM  have  suffered  in  silence  and  neglect  and  would  have  taken 
out  of  vSn  or  rtch  soils  the  loss  sustained.  That  day  is  past.  The  Farmer 
wi  1  from  now  on  either  have  the  consideration  that  is  his  due,  have  a  square 
leal  inThe  thought  of  the  nation,  have  a  system  of  distribution  that  is  up-to- 
Jate  or  the  hum  is  going  to  die  out  of  .the  fax:tory  and  the  smile  of  prosperity 
fade    from    the    workman's    face. 

There  are  more  people  in  other  callings  than  ever  before  who  know  this 
important  relationship  and  who  are  willing  to  give  to  Agriculture  fair  play 
lut,  no  one  but  the  Farmer  knows  the  Farmer's  needs  no 
one  but  he  can  voice  the  ideals  of  the  farmer.  If  theo-etore.  at  th  s 
time  he  speaks  with  reason  and  logic  his  plea  will  gam  attention  and  his 
Just  demands  be  met;  but  if  he  asks  unreasonable  things  he  will  be  reckoned 
as  asking  special  privilege  and  lose  the  respect  of  many  who  would  have 

favored  his  cause.  ^       , 

The  depth  of  responsibility  lies  in  the  fact  that  these  country  homes  are 
conducive  of  the  highest  manhood  and  womanhood  and  it  is  our  privilege 
and  duty  to  demand  for  agriculture  such  rights  and  opportunities  as  will 
enable  the  farmer  to  maintain  homes  from  which  will  contmue  to  go  the 
splendid  boys  and  girls  that  have  made  the  nation  great.  ,   ^  ,    ^ 

Organization  plays  a  large  part  in  such  a  program  and  we  are  glad  to  be 
able  to  say  that  our  organization  in  Pennsylvania  has  this  year  eclipsed  the 
record  of  any  year  since  possibly  the  first  years  of  the  life  of  our  Order. 

Last  year  we  had  more  new  and  reorganized  Granges— 60  as  against  43— 
but  this  year  we  have  added  a  net  gain  of  ten  thousand  to  our  membership, 
and  while  the  figures  are  not  at  this  time  available,  we  feel  sure  that  this 
year  has  shown  Pomona  membership  far  surpassing  any  years  in  our  history. 

Our  treasury  weathered  in  good  shape  the  drain  upon  it  due  to  having 
no  railroad  rates  to  our  last  meeting. 

Our  Keystone  Exchange  has  held  its  place  amidst  the  dangers  of  deflation. 

Our  Life  Insurance  work  has  made  a  fine  record  and  is  growing  rapidly. 
Our  Casualty  Insurance  has  made  the  finest  year  in  its  history.  Fire  Insur- 
ance is  giving  our  people  better  coverage  than  it  did  years  ago,  and  the  out- 
standing insurance  is.  therefore,  multiplying  as  a  more  perfect  coverage  is 

developed. 

Grange  News  has  had  a  hard  year.  The  printers*  strike^  together 
with  the  falling  off  of  advertising  natural  to  the  depression  of  business,  made 
our  official  paper  a  more  expensive  proposition  and  the  drain  on  our  treasury 
correspondingly  large.  However  we  were  fortunate  in  having  made  pro- 
visions for  '*Grange  News"  in  the  increase  of  dues  year  before  last,  and  the 
money   is   available   for   the    increased   expenditure. 

All  these  departments  of  our  work  will  report  in  full  for  themselves  and 
only  the  general  results  need  be  recorded  here. 
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We  reported  to  National  Grange  that  with  the  raising  of  salaries,  the 
attempt  to  steal  local  self-government  away  from  the  people,  the  added  burden 
of  taxation  and  the  ousting  of  the  speaker  of  the  House  the  session  was  one 
of  the   worst  in  years. 

However,  the  Legislative  Committee  of  State  Grange  and  the  State 
Secretary,  Brother  Brenckman,  were  if  anything  more  active  than  ever  in 
urging  the  legislative  program  of  the  State  Grange  before  the  Legislature, 
and  the  committees  with  one  exception  gave  to  our  presentations  very 
courteous  treatment. 

In  justice  to  the  Legislature  it  must  be  said  that  in  general  problems  of 
administrative  policy  they  were  in  the  main  fair  and  anxious  to  do  the  right 
thing,  but  the  ruinous  fall  down  that  they  made  was  in  reckless  expenditure 
of  the  public  money  on  salaries  and  centralized  bureaucratic  government 
on  the  one  hand,  and  on  the  other,  the  stubborn  and  wilful  refusal  to  tax 
the  whole  of  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  State. 
There  is  no  argument  or  excuse  for  Real  Estate  carrying  nearly  six  times 
as  much  tax  as  personal  and  corporate  property.  And  the  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  Legislature  to  rectify  that  outrageous  discrepancy  between  different 
classes  of  proprty  in  taxation  puts  the  brand  of  either  corporate  control  or 
incompetency  upon  any  Legislature  guilty  of  such  criminal  neglect  of  such 
a  necessary  measure. 

We  held  hearings  on  the  Marshall  bill,  and  the  Granges  sent  in  hundreds 
of  letters  opposing  this  measure  to  do  away  with  township  assessment  and 
collection  of  taxes.  The  bill  was  defeated.  'Step  by  step  we  plead  with  the 
Adminis-tration  to  correct  the  glaring  mistakes  in  the  Constitutional  Bill  but 
our  plea  went  unheeded  and  the  results  at  the  polls  show  that  the  country 
districts  did  great  work  in  defeating  this  poorly  drawn  bill.  We  fought  the 
Edmunds  Daylight  Bill  and  the  House  snowed  it  under.  We  did  our  best  to 
have  passed  the  Catlin  bill  to  tax  capital  stock  of  manufacturing  corporations 
now  exempt,  but  the  Legislature  was  also  appealed  to  by  these  same  poor 
little  half-starving  manufacturers  of  Pennsylvania  led  by  the  ixauper  Joe 
Grundy,  and  their  pitiful  plea  so  impressed  the  Legislature  that  they  decided 
to  give  them  two  more  years  in  which  to  organize  their  business  so  that  they 
might  at  least  help  to  pay  the  cost  of  policing  their  factories  and  i)ossibly  be 
ready  by  that  time  to  assume  the  rsponsibilities  that  fall  to  normal  citizens  of 
the  Commonwealth.  It  was  a  heartrending  SiCene  and  the  depth  of  pity 
exercised  by  the  Assembly  has  not  been  surpassed  by  the  response  to  any 
Chinese  Famine  or  Armenian  Massacre  fund.  The  people  of  our  State  should 
not  elect  persons  to  make  our  laws  who  allow  the  emotions  of  their  hearts 
to  override  the  sterner  decision  of  their  righteous  judgment. 

The  Grange  supported  the  Dairymen  in  their  gallant  fight  to  get  relief 
from  the  fraud  of  filled  milk  and  cream  and  after  a  hearing  before  the  com- 
mittee in  the  House  they  passed  the  measure  with  only  three  dissenting 
votes  but  when  the  bill  came  into  the  Senate  we  found  the  Chairman  of  the 
committee  was  a  Dauphin  County  distributer  of  this  fraudulent  product.  We 
had  a  heated  discussion  with  the  Chairman  and  the  President  of  the  Senate, 
Mr.  Beidleman,  but  neither  of  them  could  see  that  to  take  out  of  milk  the 
butterfat,  worth  50  cents  a  pound,  and  put  in  its  place  cocoanut  oil,  con- 
taining no  vitamines  and  worth  about  eight  cents  a  pound  and  the  product 
sell  for  almost  and  sometimes  altogether  as  much  as  whole  milk  product,  was 
a  fraud,  and  so  the  bill  through  senatorial  courtesy  was  allowed  to  repose  in 
the  inside  coat  pocket  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  which  had  it  in 
charge. 

The  sportsmen  persuaded  the  Assembly  that  the  way  to  pseserve  quail 
was  to  shoot  them,  so  the  Zook  bill  to  protect  this   useful   bird  fell.     We 
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fought  with  success  against  bills  to  liberalize  our  Sabbath  allowing  Sunday 
fishing  and  Sunday  baseball. 

The  State  Fa^ir  bill  became  law  but  with  such  a  nigggardly  appropriation 
that  a  future  Legislature  will  have  to  decide  whether  Pennsylvania  is  or  is 
not  to  have  a  ^tate  Fair.  Some  opposition  arose  to  it  on  the  part 
of  those  who  were  interested  in  the  county  fairs  but  we  feel  sure  after  care- 
ful inquiry  of  those  who  live  in  States  where  they  have  a  real  State  Fair  that 
instead  of  hurting  them  the  State  Fair  acts  as  a  spur  to  the  county  fairs. 
We  urged  in  the  hearing  that  it  was  not  an  Agricultural  problem  but  that 
there  should  be  exhibits  from  every  line  of  production  in  the  State.  No 
State  in  the  Union  can  make  such  a  showing  as  can  Pennsylvania  if  a  State 
Fair  is  organized  and  managed  to  bring  out  its  diversity  of  commodities. 
Possibly  no  business  in  the  State  would  profit  more  than  Agriculture  how- 
ever because  while  we  are  the  7th  State  in  the  Union  in  Agricultural  produc- 
tion there  are  few  people  comparatively  who  look  ppon  our  State  as  anything 
else  than  an  Industrial  State. 

The  State  Grange  of  Pennsylvania  owes  to  Brother  Gifford  Pinchot  sincere 
thanks  for  the  splendid  development  of  the  Grange  Plan  of  Forestry  in- 
augurated some  years  ago  in  the  appointment  of  our  permanent  Forestry 

Committee. 

Anyone  traveling  over  the  State  can  already  see  the  progress  that  Is  be- 
ing made  in  the  curtailing  of  forest  fires  and  the  lessening  of  those  waste- 
ful conditions  where  land  was  burned  over  time  after  time  until  nothing 
of  tree  kind  would  grow.  The  fact  that  we  have  such  a  large  area  of  land 
in  Pennsylvania  that  will  never  raise  anything  but  timber  magnifies  the 
wisdom  of  having  a  constructive  system  of  forest  protection  and  encourage- 
ment. The  legislature  recognized  the  work  of  this  department  of  our  gov- 
ernment and  gave  liberally  in  appropriation  toward  its  support. 

We  were  present  at  a  confelence  called  at  the  governor's  man- 
sidn  on  the  question  of  Prohibition  enforcement.  There  was  decided  difference 
of  opinion  as  to  the  best  way  to  enforce  the  law.  Some  of  us  felt  that  it  was 
foolish  to  license  persons  to  sell  drinks  containing  one-half  of  one  per  cent 
of  alcohol  and  that  the  saloons  would  be  usel  as  legalized  places  through 
which  quantities  of  real  intoxicants  would  reach  consumers.  The  Governor 
and  Attorney  General  earnestly  advised  licensing  and  had  the  bill  drawn 
to  that  effect.  It  passed  the  Legislature.  Many  bills  of  minor  importance 
-were  looked  after,  but  we  cannot  recite  them  all.  Tthe  work  of  the  Granges 
In  writing  their  Representatives  was  better  than  ever  and  the 
effect  was  fine.  We  should  improve  that  effective  means  of  influencing  legis- 
lation still  more  for  there  is  no  more  powerful  influence  that  can  be  brought 
upon  a  legislator  than  to  hear  from  a  large  number  of  his  constituents.  The 
honest  one  is  anxious  to  get  their  advice  and  the  dishonest  one  is  afraid  to 
neglect  their  numerous  requests. 

Another  thing  is  important  in  connection  with  the  subject  of  Legislation 
and  that  is  the  fact  the  Agriculture  and  Labor  voted  together  on  practically 
every  bill  of  importance.  Personally  I  do  not  believe  in  a  Farmer-Labor 
party  or  any  other  class  party  but  am  convinced  that  if  this  State  is  ever 
to  be  retrieved  from  the  hold  that  big  business  has  upon  it,  it  will  be  when 
the  organized  Labor  of  the  city  and  the  organized  farmer  of  the  country 
through  their  executive  officers  sit  together  and  study  each  others'  view 
point  and  seek  reliable  information  as  to  each  other's  problems.  It  is  true 
that  Labor  wants  cheaper  food  and  the  Farmer  wants  more  for  his  products. 
But  I  am  convinced  that  both  will  realize  more  out  of  these  apparently 
opposite  conditions  by  mutual  understanding  and  mutual  cooperative  dis- 
tribution than  they  will  by  mutual  distrust  and  an  antiquated  system  of 
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distribution  that  now  takes  a  large  percentage  from  both  of  them. 

It  is  true  that  labor  wants  short  hours  and  the  farmer's  business  is  not 
well  adapted  to  short  hours,  but  that  problem  is  largely  a  city  and  country 
rather  than  a  farm-labor  question.  The  laborer  in  the  city  works  as  long 
hours  as  his  employer  and  the  laborer  in  the  country  in  the  main  does 
the  same. 

The  meeting  of  National  Grange  at  Portland  was  full  of  Interest  and  an 
unusually  strong  spirit  of  fraternity  pervaded  the  meetings.  Pennsylvania 
led  the  Nation  in  number  of  Granges  organized,  in  number  reorganized  and 
in  net  gain  in  membership.  One  thousand  two  hundred  candidates  took  the 
highest  degree  of  the  Order  which  is  a  very  large  class  for  that  sparsely 
settled  part  of  the  country. 

The  National  Grange  considered  and  acted  upon  many  important  ques- 
tions. Pennsylvania  Patrons  will  be  especially  glad  to  know  that  they  order- 
ed the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  revise  the  law  of  the  order  on  Pomona 
Granges  giving  to  them  a  place  and  a  work  in  the  structure  of  the  Order. 
This  important  work  could  not  be  done  in  the  compass  of  the  meeting  of 
National  Grange  and  so  the  Committee  are  to  report  next  year. 

A  new  Digest  will  also  appear  as  a  result  of  the  report  of  a  Committee 
appointed  two  years  ago  to  codify  and  index  the  law  of  the  Order.  Granges 
will  do  well  to  get  copies  of  this  new  Digest  which  will  be  announced  no 
doubt  when  it  comes  from  the  press.  Ehrery  Grange  should  have  the  latest 
digest  and  Patrons  who  are  interested  in  Grange  Procedure  should  buy  one 
of  them  for  themselves.     Other  actions  were  taken  as  follows: 

Advising  the  sale  of  the  Muscles  Shoals  plant  to  the  highest  bidder. 

Opposing  a  sales  tax  of  any  kind. 

Recomni,ending  the  Income  tax  to  the  several  States  as  means  to 
relieve  Real  E)state  of  its   load  of  taxation. 

Against    Obscene,    Immoral    and    Gruesome    Moving    Pictures. 

Deploring  the  Laxity  in  Prohibition  Enforcement  and  urging  improvement. 

In  favor  of  the  Federal  Trade  Commission. 

Favoring  an  increased  Federal  Appropriation  for  eradicating  Tuberculosis 
In  cattle. 

In  favor  of  the  Capper  Volstead  Bill. 

Opposing  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  Filtered  milk. 

Favoring   restricted    Immigration. 

Favoring  the  Truth  in  Fabrics  bill. 

Favoring  Disarmament. 

The  Oregon  State  Grange  did  everything  possible  for  our  pleasure  and 
entertainment  as  did  the  Portland  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Next  year  the  National  Grange  will  meet  in  Kansas  and  we  asked  them 
to  come  with  us  in  1923  and  help  us  celebrate  our  fiftieth  anniversary.  It  is 
a  matter  of  interest  that  Pittsburgh  or  some  place  near  there  is  the 
centre  of  the  greatest  Grange  membership  in  the  United  States. 

We  have  organized  this  year  seven  Juveniles;  we  should  have  organized 
many  more.  Let  us  see  to  the  Interest  of  the  children  the  coming  year  in 
better  fashion. 

ESach  year  we  meet  some  faces  that  we  were  accustomed  to  see  are 
gone  from  us.  It  is  a  beautiful  custom  that  we  have  to  set  aside  a  time 
for  a  memorial  service  and  I  trust  that  the  same  course  will  be  followed  in 
this  meeting.  One  of  the  fine  things  about  our  meeting,  year  by  year,  is 
that  we  renew  old  friendships  and  see  again  those  we  have  not  seen  for  years 
and  so  as  we  enter  into  that  fitting  ceremony  let  ug  learn  to  look  upon  death 
not  as  taking  our  loved  ones  out  into  a  cold  and  lonely  place,  but  rather  to 
remember  that  they  have  gone  on,  if  worthy,  to  a  city  that  hath  foundatiouB, 
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that  they  have  joined  a  company  that  is  innumerajble,  that  when  they  sing  it 
is  a  choir  of  ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand,  it  is  not  dark  there  for  the 
Lamb  is  the  light  of  the  city  whose  gates  are  never  ehut, 
whose  streets  are  full  of  boys  and  girls,  and  no  sicknesis  or  pain  or  sorrow 
ever  enters  there,  and  Infinite  Love  has  made  preparation  for  their  comfort 
such  as  eye  hath  not  seen  or  ear  heard,  nor  hath  it  entered  into  the 
heart  of  man  to  conceive. 

We  must  bring  this  report  to  a  close.  We  bave  not  touched  on  field 
meetings;  they  have  been  many  this  year,  we  have  not  told  of  the  fine 
Grange  Halls  that  are  going  up,  but  we  must  say  this  in  closing  that  our 
State  Grange  is  practically  free  from  discord.  The  official  family  have 
worked  together  in  fine  harmony  and  therefore  we  can  present  to  you  as  the 
total  of  the  year's  work  an  increasing  membership,  a  growing  cooperation,  a 
better    ritualism   and    altogether   a   more    glorious    Fraternity.

The  Grange  took  a  recess  until  1:30  P.   M. 
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Tuesday  Afternoon 

At  the  expiration  of  the  recess,  Brother  Roland  Benjamin,  the  Worthy 
Overseer,   made  his   annual   report,   which   follows: 

WORTHY  OVERSEER'S  REPORT 

Worthy  Master  and  Fellow  Patrons: 

In  submitting  to  you  my  first  report  as  Overseer  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange,  I  do  not  intend  that  it  shall  be  lengthy  or  burdensome ;  simply 
wish  to  review  the  work  along  lines  where  the  need  appears  to  be  great. 

We  are  proud  of  the  splendid  gains  made  by  the  Grange  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  of  the  fact  that  Pennsylvania  leads  the  United  States  in  the 
number  of  new  Granges  organized. 

In  our  immediate  section  of  the  State,  the  Grange  is  in  a  splendid, 
flourishing  condition,  and  owing  to  our  being  already  so  thoroughly 
organized,  we  have  only  been  able  to  add  one  new,  one  reorganized,  and  one 
juvenile  grange  to  the  splendid  total  of  the  State. 

In  my  capacity  as  Overseer  I  have  not  been  privileged  to  visit  a  large 
number  of  Grange  meetings  in  either  sections  of  the  State,  although  I  have 
responded  to  every  call  that  came  to  me.  In  these  Grange»s  that  I  have 
attended  I  have  found  a  fine  spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  a  keen  desire  to  im- 
prove along  all  helpful  lines  and  always  the  big  problem  has 
been  how  to  keep  our  members  interested  and  <  attending  the 
regular  meetings. 

We  find  a  strong  and  growing  sentiment  among  both  the  members  of 
the  Grange  and  those  who  are  not,  that  the  State  Grange  at  this  regular  meet- 
ing should  work  out  a  plan  that  would  give  some  relief  to  the  critical  con- 
dition existing  today  in  the  rural  schools.  With  the  farmers  paying  a  tax 
of  from  20  to  30  mills  and  a  poll  tax  of  $5.00  for  school  purposes; 
with  every  school  district  thousands  of  dollars  in  debt  and  each  year  grow- 
ing worse,  with  but  little  if  any,  state  appropriation  coming  in,  and  the 
enormous  waste  of  school  funds  by  the  department  at  Harrisburg,  the  farm- 
ers in  our  section  of  the  State  feel  that  some  very  radical  changes  must 
be  made. 

Each  year  sees  the  Grange  in  Pennsylvania  taking  a  more  prominent  and 
aggressive  part  in  legislative  affairs,  both  state  and  national,  that  have  a 
bearing  on  agricultural  interests,  and  we  feel  that  this  is  as  it  should  be. 
We  also  feel  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  in  many  sections  of  the  State 
the  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges  should  take  a  prominent  part  in  the 
selecting  of  State  and  County  officers,  and  by  doing  so  be  sure  of  receiving 
a  hearing  upon  important  questions  that  come  up  from  time  to  time. 

For  years  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  been  making  a  strenuous 
fight  against  the  liquor  traffic  and  those  who  thought  or  jstill  think 
that  the  passing  of  the  eighteenth  amendment  would  give  them  a  chance 
for  rest  in  this  big  fight,  are  doomed  to  disappointment.  A  condition  exists 
in  Pennsylvania  today  that  a  few  years  ago.  would  have  been  considered 
impossible.  Distilled  and  malt  liquors  are  being  made  on  every  hand  and  in 
large  quantities  in  many  instances  with  full  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the 
authorities    who  are   supposed   to   enforce   the   laws. 

Dealers  are  paying  a  premium  above  the  regular  market  price  for  rye 
and  make  no  secret  of  the  fact  that  they  are  buying  it  to  sell  to  people  who 
make  distilled  liquors.  Large  truck  loads  of  liquors  are  transported  over 
our  highways  and  through  our  cities  and  the  constituted  authorities  see 
to  it  that  they  are  protected. 
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This  illegally  made  liquor  is  sold  by  bootleggers  at  enormous  profits 
to  anyone  who  has  the  money  and  is  foolish  enough  to  buy  it,  and  it  is 
only  too  true  that  many  boys  secure  this  liquor  at  great  injury  to  both 
mind  and  body. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  great  body  of  law  abiding  citizens  represent- 
ed by  this  State  Grange  take  some  steps  at  this  time  to  remove  this  menace 
from  the  young  people  of  our  State. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  say  to  the  delegates  that  I  will  be  pleased 
to  give  any  assistance  iwssible  to  Granges  any  plahe  in  the  State,  whenever 
my  farm  duties  are  so  that  I  can  get  away.

WORTHY    SECRETARY'S    REPORT 

The  outstanding  features  of  the  work  of  our  organization  during  the 
past  few  years  has  been  our  steady  increase  in  memhrship.  Three  years 
ago  the  total  Grange  membership  of  Pennsylvania  was  68,000.  A  net  in- 
crease in  membership  of  10,000  during  the  past  year  gives  us  a  total  mem- 
bership today  of  93,000  strong— a  mighty  host  that  gives  every  promise  of 
numbering  more  than  100,000  before  the  close  of  another  fiscal  year.  Our 
net  increase  in  membership  during  the  past  three  years  was  25,000,  or  a 
gain  of  thirty-seven  per  cent. 

It  was  largely  <due  to  this  splendid  growth  that  our  treasury  was  en- 
abled to  weather  the  storm  of  the  period  of  inflated  prices,  which  has  not 
yet  subsided,  without  greatly  increasing  the  dues  of  members.  The  initia- 
tion fees  paid  by  new  members  helped  to  tide  us  over. 

Pennsylvania  is  credited  with  having  organized  thirty-five  new  granges, 
together  with  eight  reorganizations,  for  the  past  fiscal  year.  This  showing 
placed  us  at  the  head  of  the  Grange  procession  of  the  entire  country  for  the 
period  named.  Our  nearest  comi>etitor  in  the  matter  of  new  granges  was  the 
State  of  Washington,  which  organized  twenty-seven  granges  during  the 
year.  Ohio  came  next,  with  twenty-three  new  granges.  In  passing,  it  may 
be  interesting  to  note  that  Pennsylvania  now  possesses  one-tenth  of  the 
total   Grange  membership   of  the  entire  United  States.

There  are  975  subordinate  granges  in  the  State. 

I  am  sure  that  we  all  join  in  welcoming  Fulton  County  back  to  the 
Grange  fold  after  an  absence  of  a  number  of  years.  Brother  Hill  organized 
three  new  granges  in  this  county  during  the  year,  and  Brother  Roberts  re- 
organized another,  giving  us  four  granges  in  a  county  where  there  were 
none  at  the  time  of  our  last  annual  meeting.  Since  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year.  Brother  Hill  has  also  put  Mifflin  County  back  on  the  Grange  map, 
and  with  this  addition  the  Grange  is  now  established  in  every  one  of  the 
sixty-seven  counties  of  the  State. 

But  his  does  not  mean  that  there  is  not  still  plenty  of  room  for  expansion 
and  development.  There  are,  in  good  numbers,  200,000  farms  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, which,  in  addition  to  being  an  industrial  Titan,  is  also  the 
seventh  State  in  agricultural  importance.  There  are  plenty  of  communities 
where  new  granges  might  easily  be  established,  not  only  to  the  great 
benefit  of  the  communities  in  question,  but  to  the  benefit  of  our  organization, 
as  well.  Then,  there  are  a  certain  proportion  of  established  granges  that 
have  neither  planted  nor  cultivated  the  fields  intrusted  to  their  care,  and  con- 
sequently  there   has   been  no   harvest   for   many   seasons. 

In  fairness  it  must  be  said  that  some  of  the  weaker  granges  have 
been  reduced  to  their  present  condition  by  shifts  in  the  population;  they 
have  been  held  together  by  the  loyal,  unselfish  efforts  of  the  faithful  few, 
and  they  are  deserving  of  credit  for  the  uphill  fight  they  have  waged.  But 
in  other  instances  the  cause  of  grange  stagnation  and  decay  has  been  solely 
neglect  and  indifference.  Thd  officers  and  members  of  these 
granges  expected  their  organizations  to  function  without  any  effort  on 
their  part,  and  the  result  has  been  just  what  might  be  expected  under  such 
circumstances . 
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What  is  needed  in  such  communities  is  a  genuine  revival  of  Grange 
interest  and  a  fuller  application  of  Grange  principles,  among  the  first  of 
which  is  the  motto,  "All  for  each,  and  each  for  all."  If  the  Masters  of  these 
weaker  Granges  will  get  in  touch  with  the  State  officers,  explaining  the  con- 
ditions surrounding  them,  and  manifesting  a  willingness  to  cooperate,  it  is 
not  necessary  to  say  that  every  possible  help  will  be  given  them  in  reviving 
and  rebuilding  their  organizations. 

JUVENILE     GRANGEIS 

Seven  Juveniie  Granges  were  organized  during  the  year  and 
there  are  now  fourteen  such  organizatons  in  the  State  of  which  we  have  a 
recoird.  I  am  inclined  to  beliieve  thiat  there  are  feeveral  others  that 
were  organized  but  not  reported  to  us.  Although  the  Juvenile  Granges 
are  not  required  to  make  any  financial  reports  to  the  State  Grange,  it  is 
important  that  the  State  Secretary  should  always  be  notified  when  a  Juvenile 
Grange  is  established. 

Granges  planning  the  erection  of  new  halls  should  not  fail  to  provide  a 
room  in  which  the  Juvenile  Granges  may  be  accommodated.  As  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  Juvenile  Grange  come  to  be  better  understood  and  appre- 
ciated, their  number  cannot  fail  to  be  greatly  augmented. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 

National  Orange  Extension  Fund 

There  was  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  during  the  year  from 
the  National  Grange  Extension  Fund  the  sum  of  $780.  All  of  this  amount  has 
been  properly  distributed  among  our  deputies  for  their  services  in  organizing 
thirty-five  new  granges  and  reorganizing  eight  that  were  dormant.

Report  of  the  Worthy  Chaplain 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Your  Chaplain  has  not  been  as  active  in  grange  work  during  the  past 
vear  as  he  would  liked  to  have  been,  but  he  has  lost  none  of  his  interest  in 
the  work  of  our  noble  order.  Circumstances  over  which  he  has  had  no  control 
have  hindered.  But  just  as  soon  as  he  is  at  liberty  he  will  take  up  the  active 
work  with  very  much  pleasure.  .       .   ^    i.-  a 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  the  farmer  is  coming  into  his  own.  A 
minister  of  Mount  Lnion  said  in  his  Thanksgiving  sermon,  that  if  the  farmer 
should  die,  black  crepe  would  be  hung  on  the  front  door  of  the  nation,  while 
anyone  of  the  other  industries  might  close  up  shop  and  not  give  very  wide 

concern 

No  longer  than  five  years  ago  a  farmer  would  have  to  call  upon  his 
neighbor  to  bond  him  if  he  wanted  to  borrow  from  a  bank.  His  farm  would 
not  be  taken  as  security;  but  a  man  owning  a  house  and  lot  in  town  could  give 
his  property  for  security.  The  change  has  come  through  the  grange.  Many 
are  the  blessings  which  the  farmer  enjoys  which  have  come  to  him  through 
the  Grange,  but  the  work  of  the  Grange  is  not  done,  and  I  question  if  it  ever 
will  be.  The  farmer  has  always  been  the  conservator  of  the  nation,  and 
there  is  no  evidence  as  yet  that  any  other  class  will  preempt  his  territory. 

The  Public  Schools 

The  Farmer  has  always  stood  for  the  education  of  the  young,  but  true  to 
his  principles  he  does  not  believe  in  extravagant  waste  to  attain  his  purpose. 
I  do  not  think  that  there  would  be  any  complaint  if  it  could  be  shown  that  the 
present  outlay  was  bringing  an  adequate  return  to  our  children. 

We  have  been  pleading  for  High  Schools,  and  will  continue  to  plead,  but 
we  do  insist  that  the  high  school  shall  fulfill  its  mission,  when  a  high  school 


graduate  says  he  learned  to  play  in  high  school,  but  when  he  got  to  college 
and  found  he  had  to  cut  short  his  summer  vacation  and  hire  a  tuto.*  he  could 
not  feel  kindly  toward  the  high  school.  He  had  learned  to  play  but  not  to 
study.  Operettas,  bands,  base  ball,  basket  ball,  foot  ball  etc.,  may  be  all  right 
in  their  place,  but  when  they  crowd  out  the  real  work  of  the  pupil  then  the 
curriculum  needs  a  drastic  revision. 

Department  of  Ethics 

The  State  has  been  adding  Departments  to  our  educational  system  almost 
ad-infinitum,  bu^  we  have  no  Department  of  Ethics  which  should  have  been 
added  from  the  first. 

We  ha\e  s.ocJ.  for  the  use  of  the  Bible  in  the  school,  but  have  not  per- 
mitted its  use  as  a  text  book.  You  say  that  is  left  to  the  Sunday  School,  but 
I  insist  that  the  public  school  teacher  can  not  shirk  the  responsibility.  The 
Sunday  school  teacher  does  not  see  what  the  public  school  teacher  sees. 
Obscene  pictures  do  not  appear  around  church  property,  they  do  around  school 
property,  hence  the  obligation  to  the  teacher  to  herself  and  all  the  girls  under 
her  charge,  to  expound  the  7th  Commandment  and  the  Sermno  on  the  Mount 
in  no  uncertain  language.  I  do  not  attribute  the  pictures  to  a  depraved  dis- 
position, but  to  bashfulness  and  false  modesty  upon  the  part  of  the  parent  and 
teacher.  And  it  is  just  on  this  account  that  I  strenuously  object  to  children 
under  eight  or  nine  going  to  school,  and  especially  our  country  schools  where 
at  the  intermissions  they  are  all  thrown  together. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  ought  to  have  someone  qualified  to 
appear  before  them  and  point  out  the  danger  of  silence,  and  instruct  them  in 
taking  up  this  subject. 

The  pictures  spoken  of  are  seen  by  everybody  even  to  the  little  tots;  and 
those  who  make  them  know  that  nothing  will  be  said  about  it,  and  go  on  in 
their  devilish  way,  and  pave  the  way  for  ruined  characters  and  disease  worse 
than  small  pox  or  leprosy.     All  because  no  one  has  raised  a  protest. 

I  sincerely  believe  that  the  two  great  plagues,  cancer  and  tuberculosis  of 
the  present  tim?  are  largely  due  to  our  false  modesty  in  teaching  our  children, 
physical,  moral  and  social  righteousness. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Associations  promise  to  fill  a  long  felt  want  in  our 
ruval  districts,  and  I  believe,  that  it  ought  to  be  an  institution  wherever  there 
is  a  school.  It  would  in  a  measure  offset  the  oligarchy  of  the  present  school 
system.  If  something  isn't  done  soon  that  oligarchy  is  going  to  develop  into 
a  tyrannical  monarchy. 

Temperance 

This  is  not  a  dead  question  even  if  Old  John  Barley-corn  is  dead.  His 
offsprings  Moonshine  and  Bootleg  are  still  alive,  and  very  much  alive  at  that. 

Whatever  you  may  say  about  Old  John  you  will  have  to  admit  that  he 
was  a  citizen  of  this  United  States  and  an  active  one,  too.  He  faithfully  paid 
his  taxes  and  went  to  the  primaries  and  the  regular  elections  and  voted  and 
saw  to  it  that  all  his  associates  did  the  same.  He  had  no  use  for  slackers 
on  election  day.  But  these  children  of  his  never  were  citizens.  They  have 
always  been  outlaws  and  always  will  be.  The  trouble  now  is  that  they  are 
not  only  outlaws  but  are  also  liars  and  get  away  with  it.  They  say  that  the 
18th  amendment  makes  law  breakers  and  hence  ought  to  be  repealed.  A  lot 
of  fairly  good  people  believe  it.  They  do  not  say  that  capital  punishment 
makes  murderers,  and  courts  of  justice  make  thieves  and  robbers  and  hence 
ought  to  be  done  away.  But  they  could  say  it  with  just  and  good  reason.  If 
the  18th  amendment  were  repealed  they  would  still  be  outlaws,  only  then,  they 
would  have  the  license  to  cover  up  their  fiendish  traffic. 

What  we  need  today  is  a  revival  of  patriotism.  In  the  time  of  the  war, 
those  deriding  our  country  or  our  laws  were  summarily  dealt  with,  and  every 
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good  American  was  ready  to  back  up  any  action  toward  the  punishment.  But 
now  a  seemingly  good  citizen  will  know  of  moonshine  stills  and  bootleggers 
and  make  no  move  to  help  the  officers  in  performing  their  duty.  The  need 
now  is  a  public  sentiment  aroused  and  the  outlaws  will  not  dare  to  show 
themselves.  These  outlaws  do  certainly  make  some  desperate  bluffs.  Ihey 
declared  that  they  would  have  one  hundred  thousand  to  parade  in  New  York 
City  in  protest  against  the  present  laws  and  succeeded  in  getting  twelve  thou- 
sand out  and  the  most  of  them  foreigners.  j  ..  » 
They  thought  that  they  could  resurrect  Old  John  and  give  him  a  doctor  s 
diploma  and  start  him  going  again,  but  Congress  would  have  none  of  it. 
What  will  be  the  next  move  is  not  apparent,  but  this  we  do  know,  that  eternal 
vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty.  Every  citizen  who  wants  to  be  100  per  cent 
patriotic  must  fall  into  line  and  put  this  foe  along-side  of  the  Kaiser  and  the 

Hun.

Report  of  the  Worthy  Lecturer 

Fellow  Patrons: 

As  your  Lecturer  in  State  Grange  work,  I  take  pleasure  in  rehearsing 
my  work  of  the  past  year.  Almost  immediately  after  the  meeting  of  the 
State  Grange  at  Allentown  I  set  about  compiling  the  Lecturers  Handbook  for 
the  year  1921,  and  found  it  to  be  a  most  arduous  task.  I  endeavored  to  give 
only  the  best,  and  to  sprinkle  some  new  thoughts  throughout,  that  this  book 
might  differ  in  some  respects  from  any  other  similar  book.  One  of  the 
thoughts  in  mind,  was  to  endeavor  to  enlist  the  co-operation  of  every  officer 
in  the  Grange,  and  in  order  to  carry  out  that  thought,  originated  the  idea 
of  setting  aside  a  particular  month  for  each  officer,  so  far  as  practicable, 
(there  being  twelve  months,  and  thirteen  officers),  that  each  should  have 
something  definite  to  look  forward  to,  by  way  of  assisting  the  Lecturer  in 
her  duties.  Hence  the  month  of  January  was  given  to  the  Master  to  outline 
the  work  of  the  year:  The  month  of  February  for  the  overseer;  March  for 
the  Steward;  April  for  the  Secretary;  May  for  the  Gatekeeper;  June  for 
Flora;  July  for  the  Treasurer;  August  for  Ceres;  September  for  Pomona; 
October  for  Assistant  Steward  and  Lady  Assistant  Steward;  November  for 
the  Chaplain;  and  the  Lecturer  to  sum  up  the  work  of  the  year  during  the 
month  of  December.  This  thought  evidently  found  favor  in  some  circles,  for 
the  Master  of  the  National  Grange  Brother  S.  J.  Lowell,  congratulated  me 
upon  this  unique  and  splendid  book.  And  Prof.  Chas.  A.  Wheeler  of  Storrs, 
Conn.,  who  is  the  Lecturer  of  the  State  Grange  of  Connecticut,  and  president 
of  the  Association  of  State  Lecturers  of  the  Eastern  States,  has  adopted  my 
plan  to  the  letter.  For  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  I  was  tied  up  pretty 
closely  in  the  Legislature.  However,  I  managed  to  spend  some  time  in 
Grange  work  aside  from  the  volume  of  correspondence  which  from  the  nature 
of  the  office  I  was  called  UT^en  to  preform.  I  visited  during  these  four  months 
twenty-two  subordinate  Granges,  three  Pomona  Granges,  one  State  Lecturer's 
meeting,  one  farmers  meeting,  organized  one  Grange  in  Forest  county,  and 
installed  the  officers  in  ten  Granges. 

I  have  visited  forty-one  Subordinate,  twenty  Pomona  Granges,  twenty- 
seven  picnics,  and  dedicated  two  new  halls.  Besides  these  Grange  meetings, 
I  have  attended  a  multitude  of  farmers  meetings,  league  meetings  and  Farm 
Bureau  gatherings.  Thus  I  have  spent  my  entire  time  since  May  first,  with 
agricultural  people  throughout  the  state. 

Whenever  I  have  been  left  to  my  own  iniative,  that  is  when  I  have  chosen 


my  own  subject,  for  an  address,  I  have  confined  myself  usually  to  a  few  well 
set  principles:  such  as  Roads,  Schools,  Churches,  Social  Life,  Patriotism  and 
Legislation.  And  at  all  closed  meetings,  1  have  enlarged  upon  the  necessity 
of  giving  more  attention  to  the  ritualistic  work  of  our  order.  If  we  would 
hope  to  place  the  Grange  in  the  front  rank  of  the  fraternal  organizations, 
we  must  expect  to  do  our  work  as  well  as  others  do  in  the  various  organiza- 
tions round  about  us.  There  are  those  who  are  willing  to  spend  hours  in 
learning  the  work  which  their  office  requires  them  to  use.  And  all  such 
persons  are  doing  their  bit  to  help  place  their  respective  granges  in  good 
standing.  Now  what  we  need  most  is  to  have  not  only  a  few  brothers  and 
sisters  scattered  here  and  there  over  the  state  that  are  willing  to  perform 
the  duties  of  their  office  in  a  commendable  manner,  but  we  need  thousands 
of  members  that  are  willing  to  make  some  sacrifice  in  order  that  we  may 
eventually  place  the  Grange  in  the  front  rank  of  all  similar  organizations. 
The  Grange  has  a  broad  field  to  work  in,  for  it  takes  in  the  father,  mother, 
brother,  sister,  husband,  wife,  son  and  daughter.  Thus  we  have  all  the 
intelligence  of  the  whole  community.  And  our  field  of  work  takes  in  every 
phase  of  life,  such  as  economy,  education,  social,  fraternal  and  patriotic. 
I  have  endeavored  to  spread  the  gospel  of  thoroughness  in  all  our  work,  and 
the  needed  paraphernalia  of  the  Grange  should  always  be  on  hand  that  the 
lessons  that  are  intended  to  be  taught,  can  make  a  deep  and  lasting  im- 
pression. The  work  of  installation  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  in- 
structive of  all,  and  is  much  more  impressive  when  done  by  one  who  has 
studied  the  work,  and  can  render  the  same  in  a  masterful  manner.  It  is 
indeed  gratifying  to  know  that  our  Grange  is  growing,  and  that  more  than 
ten  thousand  members  have  been  added  since  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 
The  largest  class  that  it  has  ever  been  my  privilege  to  witness  in  a  sub- 
ordinate Grange  was  at  Boiling  Springs  Grange  in  Cumberland  County  on 
the  seventh  day  of  June,  when  I  had  the  pleasure  of  conferring  the  third  and 
fourth  degrees  on  a  class  of  eighty-four  members.  That  was  indeed  an  in- 
spiring sight,  for  all  those  who  were  in  the  hall,  just  had  to  literally  stand 
up  along  the  sides  of  the  hall  and  give  the  new  members  their  seats.  The 
Pomona  Grange  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and  the  Grange  picnics 
are  steadily  growing  in  interest  and  attendance.  Many  of  them  reaching 
three  to  five  thousand  in  number,  and  at  the  Mercer  County  Grange  Picnic  on 
August  13th,  there  were  ten  thousand  souls  present. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  subject  for  thought  at  this  time  is  the 
peace  conference  being  held  at  Washington.  When  we  stop  to  think  that 
since  Adam's  time  down  to  the  present,  no  man  has  lived  to  mature  years 
who  has  not  seen  his  country  at  war  with  some  foe;  and  when  we  realize 
thnt  of  the  entire  cost  of  running  our  federal  government,  nearly  93  per  cent 
goes  to  pay  the  cost  of  w^ars,  past,  present  and  future,  it  is  certainly  time 
to  call  a  halt  somewhere.  What  does  it  avail  for  a  Carnegie  to  make  armor 
plate  in  Pittsburg  or  Homestead,  that  is  an  inch  in  thickness,  with  a  Schwab 
in  Bethlehem  making  a  gun  to  pierce  it.  Then  a  Carnegie  making  armor 
plate  six  inches  in  thickness,  and  a  Schwab  in  Bethlehem  making  guns  to 
pierce  that.  Then  a  Carnegie  in  Pittsburg  making  armor  plate  fourteen 
inches  in  thickness  and  a  Schwab  in  Bethlehem  making  guns  still  able  to 
pierce  that  kind  of  armor?  And  then  we  must  not  forget  that  in  Europe  and 
Asia  are  governments  that  are  doing  exactly  the  same  thing.  And  what 
does  all  this  building  amount  to  when  a  few  thousand  airplanes  loaded  with 
gas  and  others  with  bombs,  could  destroy  all  the  battle  ships  afloat  in  a 
few  hours  and  kill  every  living  thing  in  a  big  city  in  a  few  minutes.  Let 
us  pray  that  the  rattle  of  the  sword  and  the  boom  of  the  cannon  will  be 
henrd  no  more  on  the  battle  field,  that  those  cruel  and  wicked  submarines 
will  be  sunk  to  the  bottom  of  the  sea,  and  that  the  hearts  of  those  who  would 
spill   the   life  blood  of  young  manhood,   outrage  and   torture   old  men  and 
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women,  youths  and  little  children  for  the  sake  of  vain  glory  or  conquest  will 
be  stilled  within  their  breasts  before  they  are  permitted  to  perpetrate  another 
such  outrage  on  the  human  race.  May  their  swords  be  beaten  into  plow- 
shares and  their  cannon  into  machinery,  so  that  agriculture  and  industry 
may  receive  the  plaudits  of  the  world,  in  the  future,  and  that  young  manhood 
may  be  taught  more  useful  and  beneficial  arts  and  occupations  than  that  of 
killing  and  maiming  their  brother  man.  Let  us  trust  that  international  law 
which  gives  nations  the  right  to  use  certain  engines  of  destruction  to  kill 
and  maim,  then  almost  in  the  same  paragraph  will  protect  the  Red  Cross, 
our  hospitals  and  other  recognized  methods  of  assisting  the  wounded,  will 
go  one  step  farther  and  say  we  will  not  kill,  but  will  arbitrate  our  difficulties 
before  a  tribunal  of  justice  and  banish  war  from  the  memory  of  man.  Let 
us  trust  that  God  will  speedily  answer  this  fervent  prayer  and  hasten  the 
time  when  we  can  have  a  just  and  lasting  peace,  a  peace  of  mercy  and  liberty 
to  reign  throughout  the  earth  forever. 

Roads 

There  is  no  more  perplexing  question  than  the  road  question.  We  all 
want  good  roads,  and  there  are  plenty  of  men  everywhere  capable  of  building 
good  roads  if  only  there  could  be  found  some  way  in  which  to  pay  the  cost 
of  building  them.  The  cement,  or  concrete  road  is  the  best  yet  discovered, 
and  the  kind  that  we  all  would  like  to  see  everywhere;  yet  when  we  find 
that  a  million  dollars  will  scarcely  build  twenty  or  twenty-five  miles  of  road 
and  that  many  townships  have  from  one  to  two  hundred  miles  of  road 
within  their  boundaries,  that  kind  of  road  is  simply  out  of  the  question  for 
all  our  country  roads.  Would  it  not  be  better  to  build  a  secondary  system 
of  roads  at  the  same  time  we  are  building  that  type;  a  type  of  road  that 
would  cost  say  five  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  then  a  million  dollars  would 
build  two  hundred  miles  of  hard  surfaced  road.  This  method  would  at  least 
get  us  up  out  of  the  mud,  and  some  of  us  might  live  to  see  a  system  of  roads 
built  in  our  time  that  would  be  worth  while.  This  would  break  the  shackles 
of  isolation  which  now  deprives  us  of  the  opportunity  to  load  the  products 
of  our  farms  on  our  own  trucks  and  take  them  to  market,  thus  avoiding  the 
prohibitive  freight  rates  that  now  prevail.  This  would  stop  the  extravagant 
and  wasteful  process  of  professional  carriers  toting  our  products  from  one 
warehouse  to  another,  leaving  a  substantial  profit  to  some  undeserving  go- 
between  each  time  it  stops,  and  would  bring  the  farmer  in  touch  with  the 
consumer,  who  should  be  the  farmer*s  best  and  closest  friend.  We  cannot 
get  a  system  of  hard  surfaced  roads  without  expenditure,  but  when  we  drive 
from  the  mud  road  out  upon  the  hard  road,  it  makes  us  feel  that  we  could  sell 
half  our  farm  and  build  roads  with  the  proceeds,  and  still  make  more  from  the 
half  that  is  left  by  reason  of  the  advantage  of  better  market  facilities. 

Schools 

Every  intelligent  man  or  woman  wants  the  very  best  schools  possible. 
The  country  boy  or  girl  should  have  just  as  good  advantages  in  school  as 
their  city  cousin.  There  are  some  places  where  centralization  of  schools 
would  seem  to  be  the  best  solution  to  the  problem,  and  there  are  just  as 
surely  other  places  where  consolidation  of  schools  should  be  the  last  thing 
thought  of.  There  are  many  districts  in  Pennsylvania  where  drifts  are  so 
prevalent  that  it  is  impracticable  to  even  hold  any  school  in  the  winter 
months,  but  have  to  hold  the  school  in  summer  months  instead.  And  again 
there  are  places  where  the  schools  are  so  far  apart,  and  the  population  so 
scarce  that  centralization  becomes  expensive,  burdensome  and  unwarrantable. 
In  such  places  the  grade  limit  should  be  raised  to  at  least  the  ninth  or  tenth, 
and  if  one  teacher  could  not  perform  all  the  work  necessary  another  teacher 


could  be  provided  with  much  less  expense  and  inconvenience  than  trying  to 
bring  two  or  more  communities  together  when  mountains,  rivers,  or  other 
unsurmountable  difficulties  prevail.  There  should  be  more  Vocational  Schools 
and  Home  Economics  for  those  pupils  whom  we  know  will  soon  be  following 
£:ome  particular  occupation  peculiar  to  that  kind  of  training. 

Conservation 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  one  to  conserve,  and  especially  the  farmer  who 
has  a  multitude  of  things  to  conserve.  In  these  trying  times  of  high  prices 
and  scarcity  of  commodities,  it  behooves  us  as  a  nation  to  avoid  waste  in 
everything,  to  save  on  every  hand,  and  thus  make  up  to  some  extent  the  loss 
from  leaks  that  are  causing  so  much  suffering.  We  should  encourage  the 
planting  of  trees  on  all  our  waste  lands,  so  that  our  posterity  may  enjoy 
some  of  the  rich  blessings  that  we  have  ourselves  enjoyed;  then  our  water 
supply  would  be  restored,  and  our  state  would  once  more  abound  with  the 
green  verdure  of  beautiful  forests,  which  is  nature's  wardrobe. 

Insurance 

It  is  a  foolish  and  wicked  waste  to  let  buildings  go  without  fire  insurance, 
and  the  same  rule  applies  to  our  own  lives,  and  the  lives  of  those  dependent 
upon  us.  Compensation  insurance  is  as  necessary  for  the  safty  of  employers 
as  any  other  safty  device.  Farmers  cannot  afford  to  neglect  these  important 
factors  which  sooner  or  later  will  come  to  him  in  a  manner  more  forceful 
than  words.  The  Grange  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies  throughout  the 
state  will  take  care  of  the  fire  insurance;  The  Farmers  and  Traders  Life 
Insurance  Company  of  Syracuse  will  take  care  of  the  life  insurance,  with  a 
fine  line  of  old  line  policies.  The  Grange  Mutual  Casualty  Company  of 
Philadelphia  will  supply  the  farmers  with  compensation  insurance,  and  then 
your  wants  and  needs  along  that  line  are  taken  care  of  by  those  whose 
interests  are  identical  with  our  own.  In  other  words  all  these  institutions 
have  been  created  for  the  express  benefit  of  the  farmer  and  his  family. 

Taxation 

Since  the  dawn  of  creation,  it  has  been  the  habit  or  custom  for  certain 
persons  to  perform  duties  for  others,  and  in  many  instances,  this  comes 
from  the  fact  that  the  strong  are  forever  taking  advantage  of  the  weak, 
and  perhaps  in  no  particular  instance  does  this  custom  stand  out  more 
prominently  than  in  our  present  method  of  taxation.  The  average  farmer 
pays  from  20  to  35  mills  on  the  dollar  for  the  assessed  valuation  of  his 
property,  while  corporate  interests  are  paying  5  mills  on  the  capital  stock 
and  the  man  who  loans  money  pays  4  mills.  Some  farmers  are  paying  as 
high  as  65  mills  on  the  dollar,  and  yet  there  seems  to  be  no  relief  in  sight 
for  him,  for  big  interests  control  our  legislature  to  that  extent  that  if  a  bill 
should  be  introduced  there  for  equalization  of  taxation,  immediately  pro- 
paganda would  be  started  around  the  capital  among  the  law  making  bodies, 
and  the  atmosphere  would  soon  indicate  that  equalization  of  taxation  would 
demoralize  the  social  and  economic  equilibrium  of  our  whole  commonwealth. 
This  state  of  affairs  will  stop  only  when  the  thinking  people  will  exercise 
their  right  of  franchise  at  the  polls  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  im- 
portance of  voting  for  officials  whose  interests  are  identical  with  their  own. 

Legislation 

The  legislature  of  Pennsylvania  looks  upon  the  Grange  with  great 
respect  at  the  present  time,  and  that  respect  is  growing,  commensurate  with 
the  growth  of  our  order.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  status  in  former  years, 
certain  influences  have  been  brought  to  bear  recently  that  places  the  Grange 
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in  the  front  rank,  as  its  numbers  are  continually  growing,  and  the  rugged, 
manly  principles  and  precepts  advocated  by  its  leaders  are  such  as  to 
command  universal  respect  from  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  the  laws  ^ 
our  state  and  nation.  The  Grange  stands  for  those  principles  which  from 
their  very  nature,  would  not  only  assist  the  farmer  in  bettering  the  conditions 
of  life  on  the  farm,  but  these  same  principles  if  carried  out  would  better 
the  conditions  of  people  in  every  walk  of  life.  If  the  farmer  is  prosperous 
he  will  buy  more  machinery,  more  and  better  clothes,  more  automooiles,  more 
luxuries,  build  better  homes,  give  more  for  benevolences,  travel  more,  and 
soend  more.  Our  laws  should  be  so  consistent  that  the  farmer  would  share 
and  share  alike  the  burden  of  public  expenditure  with  those  following  other 
occupations.  During  the  last  few  days  of  the  last  legislature,  the  bill  calling 
for  the  reapportionment  of  representation  in  this  state,  passed.  And  it  will 
take  twelve  representatives  from  the  rural  counties,  ind  give  thirteen  to  these 
counties  more  thickly  populated,  and  in  some  counties  where  it  would  seem 
that  they  were  already  over  represented.  This  will  mean  a  long  and  tedious 
uphill  fight  for  the  rural  districts  to  regain  the  prestige  lost  through  this 
action.  If  our  organization  can  accomplish  things  worth  while  with  a  mem- 
bership of  93,000,  what  would  be  the  limit  of  our  capabilities  if  we  numbered 
200,000.  Let  us  not  seek  to  control  or  run  the  legislature  but  only  to  use 
such  influence  as  will  invite  respect,  to  the  end  that  we  may  eventually 
obtain  justice. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  we  must  keep  everlastingly  plodding 
toward  a  bigger  and  better  Grange  in  Pennsylvania.  Perform  our  work  in 
a  still  better  and  more  commendable  manner  than  in  the  past,  keeping  our 
mind  on  those  noble  principles  of  the  order  which  were  so  well  enunciated 
by  its  founders.

HEAD  OF  STATE  COLLEGE  TALKS 

Brother  R.  S.  Watts,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Agriculture  of  State  Col- 
lege, who  regularly  attends  the  annual  meetings  of  the  State  Grange,  was 
introduced  at  this  point.  After  a  brief  talk  he  gave  way  to  J.  Harry 
Burgess,  a  professional  entertainer,  who  delighted  the  gathering  and  was 
rewarded  with  a  round  of  hearty  applause.  The  mayor  of  the  city,  Ephriam 
Hugentugler,  was  then  escorted  to  the  platform.  He  warmly  greeted  the 
assembled  delegates  in  the  name  of  the  city.  Dr.  John  M.  Thomas,  the  new 
jjresident  of  State  College,  made  a  stirring  address  that  was  followed  with 
deep  interest  and  appreciation  by  the  large  gathering. 

Recess  until  7:30  P.  M. 
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Tuesday  Evening 

At  the  opening  of  the  evening  session,  G.  K.  Weston,  of  Philadelphia, 
gpoke  by  prearrangement  for  fifteen  minutes  on  the  subject  of  Near  East 
Relief.  He  graphically  pictured  the  necessities  of  the  Christian  people  of 
that  quarter. 

The  meeting  was  then  turned  over  to  the  Home  Economics  Committee, 
with  Sister  Hannah  McK.  Lyons  presiding.  After  a  short  address  by  Sister 
Pearl  MacDonald,  Mrs.  Rose  Morgan,  of  Columbia  University,  delivered  a 
delightful  and  instructive  lecture,  entitled  "Songs  that  Live."  She  made  an 
earnest  plea  for  music  of  the  kind  that  is  legitimate,  uplifting  and  inspiring, 
as  distinguished  from  rag-time  and  jazz,  which  she  condemned  as  low, 
vicious  and  degrading.  Her  lecture  was  one  of  the  educational  features  of 
the  meeting. 


Wednesday  Morning 

The  morning  session  was  opened  with  Scripture  reading  and  prayer  by 
Rev.  G.  W.  Hatch,  the  Worthy  Chaplain. 

The  roll  of  counties  was  then  called  for  the  presentation  of  resolutions, 
which  were  referred  to  committee  without  debate. 


REPORT  OF  WORTHY  POMONA 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

As  you  all  know,  Pennsylvania  had  a  very  poor  fruit  harvest  the  past 
year.  From  nearly  every  part  of  the  State  reports  have  come  of  the  same 
conditions.  To  the  thrifty  sisters  who  had  canned  a  surplus  of  fruit  in 
former  years  the  shortage  did  not  bring  any  great  discomfort.  However, 
we  must  not  do  without  fruit,  a  very  essential  part  of  our  diet. 

Aside  from  the  fresh  fruits  we  can  buy  there  are  excellent  dried  fruits 

i     which,  if  carefully  prepared,  are  a  very  good  addition  to  our  daily  food. 

"  The  relief  from  the  burden  of  canning  has,  however,  given  our  sisters 

more  time  to  take  an  interest  in  other  things  of  importance.  We  find  a 
greater  interest  on  the  part  of  our  women  in  school  matters.  Many  women 
directors  have  been  elected  on  the  school  boards  all  over  the  State,  which 
is  as  it  should  be. 

M  There  is  an  aroused  interest  in  Home  Economics. 

We  have  followed  with  interest  the  editorial  page  in  Grange  News  in 
charge  of  Dr.  Hannah  McK.  Lyons.  Dr.  Lyons  is  giving  us  just  what  we  need 
in  our  homes  and  in  our  Granges,  and  let  us  show  her  a  little  personal 
appreciation  occasionally  by  writing  and  telling  her  if  we  have  found 
something  especially  helpful. 

The  subject  of  Home  Economics  is  one  in  which  the  brothers  should  be 
as  interested  as  the  sisters. 

It  concerns  the  welfare  and  health  not  only  of  our  families,  but  the  im- 
provement of  the  coming  generations.  In  Iowa,  where  careful  regulations  in 
the  feeding  and  care  of  children  have  been  undertaken,  for  some  years  there  is 
a  marked  improvement  already  in  the  average  height  and  weight  of  the 
children. 
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Our  country  children  already  have  certain  physical  and  moral  advantages 
ever  the  city  boy  and  girl.  They  have  an  abundarce  of  fresh  air  and  cer- 
tainly above  all  children  should  have  the  best  of  food.      ,  .    ^    ^  ^     ,       , 

We  are  told  by  the  people  who  have  studied  the  subject  of  food  values 
and  balanced  rations  that  there  is  nothing  that  can  take  the  place  of  milk  and 
butter  in  the  diet.  Let  it  never  be  said  of  any  Grangers  that  they  sold  their 
cream  and  fed  skim  milk  to  their  children,  nor  that,  worse  than  this,  they 
sold  their  butter,  and  gave  their  children  oleomargarine. 

Wherever  it  is  in  our  power,  let  us  take  an  intelligent  interest  and  a 
sympathetic  leadership  in  all  movements  for  the  well  being  of  our  children, 
the  best  fruit  of  the  State.  '  ,.^     .  , 

In  the  December  number  of  the  Ladies  Home  Journal  is  an  editorial 
written  by  Surgeon  General  Hugh  S.  Gumming,  Chief  of  the  U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service,  entitled  "We  Feed  the  World,  and  starve  our  children".  It 
is  not  my  purpose  to  exploit  the  magazine  but  the  assertions  made  are  so 
startling  and  come  from  such  a  reliable  source  that  it  is  well  worth  a  careful 
reading,  and  would  be  an  excellent  subject  for  discussion  on  any  lecturer's 

program. 

Let  us  give  to  our  children  the  best  that  it  is  in  our  power  to  give.  Let 
us  see  that  each  child  has  an  equal  educational  advantage,  and  give  our  sup- 
port to  all  movevents  that  will  bring  improvement  and  growth. 

Along  this  line,  let  us  not  request,  but  dem'^.nd,  that  if  the  moving 
picture  industry  is  to  continue  in  this  State,  a  better  and  more  elevating 
form  of  picture  must  be  exhibited. 

The  public  is  shocked 
and  disgusted  with  the  unspeakable  affair  in  Calif cmia.  Whatever  may  be 
the  outcome  of  that  trial,  shall  we  not  in  this  State,  at  least  demand  that 
there  shall  never  again  be  exhibited  in  Pennsylvania  an  Arbuckle  picture  ? 

Let  us  not  forget  to  sing.  Someone  has  said  of  music  "we  love  it  for 
what  it  makes  us  forget,  and  for  what  it  makes  us  remember". 

And  in  this,  let  us  demand  the  best.  Scientists  tell  us  that  if  we  do  not 
put  the  ban  on  jazz  and  all  that  it  stands  for  a  degeneration  of  the  human 
family  is  within  likelihood.  However,  we  have  too  much  faith  in  the  good 
sense  of  our  people  to  feel  that  such  conditions  can  obtain  for  long,  for  the 
innate  righteousness  of  the  people  will  assert  itself  in  time.  Already  there 
is  disgust  among  the  thinking  people,  and  a  healthier  form  of  music  will 
be  demanded. 

Let  us  keep  our  friends,  the  tried  and  tested  songs  of  years. 

The  past  year  in  many  ways  has  been  a  difficult  one.  The  old  order 
seemed  to  have  vanished  and  we  have  wondered  if  life  would  ever  become 
normal  again.  There  has  been  so  much  of  chaos  and  gloom  that  we  have 
been  depressed  and  our  faith  has  been  weak.  And  now,  we  are  hoping 
again.  We  are  praying  for  a  renewed  spiritual  vision,  for  our  nation  and 
for  the  world. 

Already  the  skies  are  brighter,  and  truly,  truly,  The  better  day  is  coming.

REPORT  OF  WORTHY  FLORA 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grange: 

As  our  degree  work,  all  through  from  the  first  to  the  last  degree,  teaches 
us  that  the  flowers  and  all  nature  awake  to  life  and  beauty  at  ^he  call  of 
spring,  and  arise  out  of  their  darkness  to  a  brighter  and  more  useful  life, 
so  shall  we  all  arise  to  another  and  a  better  world  where  everlasting  spring 
abides,  and  never  fading  flowers. 

Out  of  the  depths  of  anguish  and  horror  and  despair,  caused  by  the  war 
and  its  attending  devastation  and  destruction  and  wastefulness,  we  of  the 
agricultural  calling,  have  been  the  first  to  feel  the  reaction  of  the  war,  and 
the  lowest  depths  of  depression.  But  may  we  not  as  a  Grange  and  as  in- 
di\4duals  arise  into  a  new  resurrection  of  greater  progress  and  greater  suc- 
ceso  than  any  other  industry  by  individual  endeavor  and  as  a  band  of  brothers 
and  sisters  united  in  a  common  cause.  This  is  the  task  of  this  great  Grange

It  was  my  privilege  to  meet  with  the  Lebanon  County  Pomona  Grange. 
This  Grange  is  in  a  live  and  flourishing  condition,  which  was  proven  by  the 
large  attendance  on  a  dreadful  winter  day,  and  the  capable  way  in  which  they 
conferred  the  fifth  degree,  and  installed  their  officers.  The  class  of  candi- 
dates outnumbered  the  former  membership  of  the  Pomona  Grange,  showing 
that  when  the  fifth  degree  work  is  conferred  properly  and  in  full  form,  as 
is  given  in  the  pamphlet  on  the  floor  work  of  the  fifth  degree,  it  creates  new 
interest  and  promotes  larger  membership. 

I  have  also  represented  the  Grange  as  a  member  of  the  Chester  County 
Co-operative  Council,  which  is  a  banding  together  of  all  the  welfare  associa- 
tions and  includes  children's  aid,  mother's  pensions,  social  service,  women's 
clubs,  temperance  societies.  Grange,  etc.,  numbering  26  organizations. 

With  the  assistance  of  Sister  Laura  Townsend,  of  Brandywine  Grange 
No.  60,  we  have  altered  the  gowns  for  the  6th  degree,  trying  to  make  them 
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conform  to  more  modei^  models  and  trust  it  will  add  to  the  beauty  and 

dignity  of  the  court.

Brother  LeRoy  Wood  made  a  verbal  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Grange 
Mutual  Casualty  Insurance  Company  at  this  point.  A  general  discussion  of 
this  subject  ensued.  Successive  speakers  pointed  out  that  the  farmer  who 
employs  hired  help,  even  occasionally,  cannot  afford  to  do  without  casualty 
insurance.  The  point  was  emphasized  that  the  farmer  may  be  held  liable 
under  the  common  law  for  accidents  or  injuries  that  may  befall  his  employes. 
And  if  he  employs  his  help  at  work  which  is  not  strictly  agricultural,  he  may 
be  held  liable  under  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Law  in 
case  of  accident.  All  Patrons  were  urged  to  inmre  their  risks  in  this 
direction  in  the  Grange  Mutual  Casualty  Insurance  Company,  925  Walnut 
Street,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSERVATION 

Brother  Gifford  Pinchot,  Chief  of  the  State  Department  of  Forestry, 
read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Conservation,  which  was  as  follows: 

At  the  last  State  Grange,  the  Committee  on  Conservation  had  the  honor 
to  report  that  all  the  recommendations  theretofore  made  by  the  Grange  as  to 
the  handling  of  the  State  Forests  had  been,  or  were  being,  carried  into 
practical  effect.  The  committee  takes  great  pleasure  in  reporting  now  rha", 
except  where  recommendations  require  continued  action,  the  work  has  been 
completed,  and  the  first,  but  not  the  only,  purpose  of  the  Grange  in  taking  up 
the  question  of  forestry  has  been  achieved. 

At  the  last  State  Grange  the  Committee  on  Conservation  was  continued, 
with  instructions  to  present  to  the  appropriate  committees  of  the  Legislature, 
in  co-operation  with  the  legislative  committee  of  the  State  Grange,  the 
necessity  for  such  appropriations  as  would  permit  a  reasonable  degree  of 
protection  against  fire  for  all  the  forests  of  Pennsylvania,  and  acquisition  by 
the  State  of  the  5,000,000  acres  of  the  "Pennsylvania  Desert". 

Your  committee  now  reports  that  the  instructions  of  the  Grange  were 
carried  out,  and  that  an  appropriation  for  fire  prevention  and  extinction 
was  secured  not  only  larger  than  any  previously  made  in  Pennsylvania,  but 
larger  than  any  ever  made  in  any  state  before. 

Of  the  million  dollars  thus  secured,  one-half  is  being  spent  this  year. 

Fifty  new  steel  fire  towers,  most  of  them  sixty  feet  high,  have  been 
erected  at  the  best  observation  points  throughout  the  State.  Every  tower 
WHS  completed  and  connected  by  telephone  with  men  organized  into  effective 
fire  fighting  crews  before  the  fire  season  began.  An  entirely  new  system  of 
fighting  forest  fires,  pronounced  by  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  to  be  the  best  in 
existence,  was  devised  and  installed.  Fire  wardens  and  other  fire  fighters 
weie  equipped  with  fire  tools,  among  them  a  new  combination  rake  and 
bush-hook  superior  to  anything  yet  invented.  Before  the  fall  forest  fire 
season  opened,  the  Department  was  ready  to  meet  it.  The  best  way  to  get 
an  idea  of  the  results  accomplished  is  to  compare  them  with  the  average  fall 
fire  season  during  the  previous  five  years. 

The  average  number  of  fall  forest  fires  that  started  during  the  last  five 
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years  was  254.  In  1921  there  were  197.  The  average  area  burned  over  in 
die  five  years  was  21,564.73  acres  a  year.  In  1921  it  was  4,085.68,  or  less 
than  one-fifth. 

You  cannot  keep  all  fires  from  starting,  but  you  can  handle  them 
promptly  and  effectively  after  they  start.  The  best  test  of  a  forest  fire 
organization  is  the  average  size  of  fires.  The  smaller  the  size  the  better  the 
work.  From  this  point  of  view  it  is  worth  noting  that  the  average  size 
of  fires  in  the  fall  for  the  previous  five  years  was  84.9  acres,  while  the 
average  acreage  per  fire  in  1921  was  20.73,  or  less  than  a  quarter. 

If  we  compare  the  results  in  1921  with  the  best  fall  in  the  previous 
history  of  the  Department,  a  fall  of  such  exceptional  weather  conditions  that 
only  81  fires  were  reported  as  against  197  last  fall,  we  find  that  less  than 
two-thirds  of  the  area  was  burned  over,  while  the  average  acreage  per  fire 
was  only  one-fourth. 

We  are  very  proud  of  the  men  who  have  brought  these  results  about. 
They  have  proved  themselves  worthy  of  the  confidence  the  people  of  the 
State,  through  the  Legislature,  have  reposed  in  them.  It  is  no  more  than 
fair  to  say  that  they  are  giving  the  State  a  dollar's  worth  of  work  for  every 
dollar  the  Department  of  Forestry  is  spending. 

The  job  of  stopping  forest  fires  is  well  begun.  We  have  proved  that  it 
can  be  carried  through  if  the  next  Legislature  will  give  us  the  money  to  do  it. 
In  the  meantime,  it  is  some  satisfaction  to  know  that  the  State  is  not  only 
getting  what  it  paid  for,  but  that  increased  forest  growth  will  pay  it  all  back. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,000,000  should  be  repeated  by  the  next  session 
of  the  Legislature.  It  is  the  judgment  of  your  committee  that  one  more  such 
appropriation  will  be  sufficient,  and  that  thereafter  smaller  sums  will  suffice. 

As  to  the  appropriation  for  purchasing  the  5,000,000  acres  of  the  "Penn- 
sylvania Desert",  less  satisfactory  results  were  secured.  Although  the 
Legislature  appropriated  $500,000  for  that  purpose,  the  Governor  found  it 
necessary,  because  of  a  shortage  of  funds,  to  eliminate  that  item  entirely 
from  the  bill.  Accordingly,  the  Department  of  Forestry  has  no  money  for 
such  purchases. 

Your  committee  believes  it  would  be  the  part  of  wisdom  and  sound 
business  sense  not  to  await  the  slow  progress  of  biennial  appropriations  to 
purchase  these  idle  lands  and  set  them  to  work  growing  trees  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people  of  Pennsylvania,  but,  on  the  contrary,  to  purchase  them  as 
rapidly  as  possible  by  means  of  a  bond  issue  of  $25,000,000,  the  amount 
estimated  to  be  necessary  to  acquire  them. 

The  State  Forests  of  Pennsylvania  can  be  made  to  pay  the  school  bill 
of  the  State.  If  the  5,000,000  acres  of  the  Pennsylvania  Desert  can  be 
purchased  and  set  to  work  growing  trees,  not  only  will  the  $25,000,000  of 
the  bond  issue  necessary  to  buy  it  be  repaid,  principal  and  interest,  within 
a  reasonable  time  by  the  growth  of  the  forests,  but  a  net  annual  revenue  will 
be  produced  large  enough  to  carry  the  whole  burden  of  State  taxes  for 
school  purposes  for  every  tax  payer  in  the  State. 

This  is  a  big  statement,  but  it  is  true.  The  appropriation  for  school 
purposes  for  this  year,  made  available  by  the  last  Legislature  is  $15,000,000. 
Pennsylvania  has  to-day  more  than  a  million  acres  of  State  Forests.  If 
she  issues  bonds  and  buys  5,000,000  more,  that  will  make  6,000,000.  Let 
us  see  what  6,000,000  acres  of  well-handled  forests  will  produce. 

Twenty  years  ago  certain  kinds  of  trees  were  selling  for  $20.00  per 
thousand  board  feet  on  the  stump.  Last  year  the  prices  ran  up  to  $75.00  per 
thousand.  The  value  of  stumpage  will  keep  on  rising.  From  1900  to  1915 
the  stumpage  price  of  Southern  Yellow  Pine  increased  four  times.  That  of 
Western  Yellow  Pine  in  the  Inland  Empire,  five  times.  That  of  Douglas 
Fir  in  the  Pacific  northwest,  five  times.  There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that 
stumpage  prices  will  rise.

Every  farmer 
knows  that  an  average  yield  of  one  cord  per  acre  is  not  excessive  for 
well-handled  forest  land.  The  stumpage  rates  assumed  in  the  foregoing 
figures  are  not  too  high.  Under  practical  forest  nianagement  the  annual 
production  of  wood,  and  the  yield  in  money,  will  steadily  increase.  T^ie  State 
?  oresL  of  Pennsylvania  can  be  made  to  carry  the  whole  State  contribution 
to  the  cost  of  schools  as  easily  as  not. 

The  Committee  on  Conservation  has  the  honor  to  recommend: 

First-  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  approve  the  plan  of  the 
Department  of  Forestry  for  a  bond  issue  of  $25,000,000  for  the  purchase  of 
lands  for  forest  purposes,  to  be  authorized  by  the  next  two  succeeding 
sessions  of  the  State  Legislature;  and 

Second:  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  support  one  more  ap- 
propriation of  $1,000,000  for  fire  prevention  and  extinction,  to  be  made  by 
the  next  Legislature. 

Third:  That  the  Committee  on  Conservation  be  continued  and  instructed 
to  co-operate  with  the  Legislative  committee  of  the  State  Grange  in  order 

to  brine:  these  results  about.

The  report  was  as  follows: 

Two  have  passed  from  our  ranks  during  the  past  year  and  Death  has 
tmly  struck  shining  marks.  In  the  death  of  Brother  H.  G.  Teagarden  one  of 
the  best  known  figures  in  the  Grange  movement  in  Pennsylvania,  was  called 
away,  Jan.  7th  1921,  after  an  illness  of  nine  weeks.  Past  Master  W.  F.  Hill 
and  Secretary,  Fred  C.  Brenckman  represented  the  State  Grange  at  the 
funeral  in  Punxsutawney  Jan.  10th,  Brother  Teagarden  was  the  son  of  John 
and  Rachael  Teagarden.  He  taught  in  the  public  schools  five  years,  after 
which  he  attended  and  graduated  from  Jefferson  College  and  the  Waynes- 
burg  Theological  Seminary,  he  then  entered  the  ministery  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  where  he  remained  in  the  active  work  until  his  death.  He 
was  the  efficient  chaplain  of  the  State  Grange  for  a  number  of  years  and 
was  then  chosen  as  Lecturer  which  he  held  until  his  last  sickness.  He 
was  energetic,  kindly,  and  a  leader  among  men.  His  death  is  sincerely 
mourned  by  friends  in  every  part  of  the  State. 

Many  were  well  acquainted  with  Brother  S.  S.  Blyholder  of  Grange 
No.  549  Armstrong  County,  Pa.  He  was  always  found  to  be  a  steadfast 
friend,  was  in  favor  of  the  betterment  of  the  agricultural  class,  was  trying 
to  create  a  sentiment  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  religious,  social,  and  com- 
munity life  in  which  he  moved.  Brother  Blyholder  never  forgot  a  friend, 
was  ready  to  assist  him  in  every  respect.  You  could  not  talk  with  him  with- 
out being  impressed  with  his  love  for  the  Master  and  we  trust  what  is  our 
loss  was  his  gain.  We  are  assured  he  received  that  welcome  plaudit  "well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant.     Euter  into  the  joys  of  our  Lord". 

In  connection  with  this  report  your  committee  feels  constrained  to  hereby 
express  its  sincere  sympathy  for  our  Sister  Dr.  Hannah  McK.  Lyons  in  her 
recent  bereavement  and  we  feel  that  the  loss  of  her  husband  is  also  the  loss 
of  humanity  wherever  he  was  known.  He  was  known  for  his  unconstrained 
sympathy  for  the  needs  and  sufferings  of  others.     In  short,  he  was  a  Prince 

of  Gentlemen. 

Our  Brother  W.  H.  Grabe  of  the  Finance  Committee,  has  also  passed 
through  the  dark  shadows  in  the  loss  of  his  faithful  and  devoted  wife. 

And  your  Committee  wishes  to  express  in  this  manner  its  sympathy  and 
to  commend  both  Sister  Lyons    and   Brother  Grabe  to  the   Fellowship  that

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  NOV.  30,  1921. 

In  making  this  our  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Keystone  Grange  Ex- 
change for  the  year  1921,  let  me  say  that  the  work  for  the  year  has  been 
very  hard  on  account  of  having  to  watch  the  market  in  all  lines  very  closely. 
With  prices  constantly  dropping  to  lower  levels,  which  naturally  retards 
purchasing  and  encourages  hedging  in  the  buying  of  supplies,  it  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  we  should  surpass  the  record  of  1920,  which  was  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  Exchange.  However,  we  have  nearly  attained  that  record 
in  spite  of  the  decline  of  prices  in  all  lines.

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  appear  before  you  to  make  a  report  as 
to  the  financial  conditions  of  the  organization.  We  find  a  balance  in  the 
hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  $42,084.18.  This  includes  $8,000.00  Liberty 
Bonds  and  $2,000.00  Victory  Bonds  and  $700.00  in  Farmers  and  Traders 
Life  Insurance  Co.,  Syracuse,  N.  Y.    This  represents  $825.00  worth  of  stock. 

The  excess  carfare  which  we  were  compelled  to  pay  at  our  meeting  in 
Allentown  one  year  ago,  along  with  one  quarter  dues  of  Pomona,  which 
should  have  been  paid  in  1920  and  has  been  paid  this  year,  making  five 
quarters  being  paid  this  year,  accounts  for  a  loss  in  our  treasury  over  last 
year  of  $8,278.77.

Miss  Pearl  MacDonald  spoke  for  the  underweight  child  and  told  of  the 
survS  of  a  countv  in  our  state,  where  2500  children  were  examined.  600 
were  found  to  be  10  per  cent,  or  more  underweight.  650  were  found  to  dnnk 
milk  every  day.     1000  were  found  to  drink  tea  and  coffee  every  day. 

In  a  little  over  half  the  county  surveyed,  it  was  learned  about  1-4  quart 
of  milk  is  used  per  person,  while  the  others  use  just  1-6  quart  per  person, 
per  day. 
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She  then  suggested  as  the  remedy  for  malnourishment— the  application 
of  the  rules  for  good  health,  and  a  greater  knowledge  of  food  values. 

Following  this  was  told  the  story  of  the  work  being  done  for  underweight 
children  in  Philadelphia,  illustrated  by  photographs  and  charts,  loaned  by 
the  Philadelphia  Inter-State  Dairy  Council  and  it  is  hoped  every  Grange 
will  feel  the  necessity  of  seeing  that  a  scale  is  in  their  school  and  the 
remedy  applied  wherever  undernourishment  exists. 

Mrs.  Rose  Morgan,  Columbia  University,  New  York,  was  with  us  for 
the  sone  part  of  the  evening.  Words  fail  to  describe  that  part  of  the 
evening  when  Mrs.  Morgan  illustrated  "Songs  that  Live".  But  every 
delegate  who  heard  this  message  must  go  home  to  help  put  the  music  ot 
their  grange  and  community  on  the  highest  level,  make  it  the  kind  that

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  STEWARD

One  more  year  has  come  and  gone;  therefore,  we  have  passed  one  more 
milestone  on  our  existance  as  an  Order,  in  which  case  it  is  both  fitting  and 
proper  that  we  should  pause  and  take  an  inventory,  as  it  were,  to  determine 
which  side  of  the  ledger  the  balance  is  on.

Resolutions  as  follows  were  acted  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Education: 

WHEREAS,  The  Pennsylvania  Grange  News  of  November  issue  con- 
tamed  a  complete  and  comprehensive  report  of  the  finances  of  the  Department 
under  Dr.  Fmnegan  with  the  expenditures  of  the  Department  under  Dr. 
Nathan  C.  Schaeffer  during  his  last  year,  showing  an  increase  from  $53,000.00 
of  Public  Instruction  of  Pennsylvania,  comparing  its  lavish  expenditur^-s 
per  annum  under  Dr.  Schaffer  to  $417,000.00  per  annum  under  Dr.  Finnegan 
and 

WHEREAS,  We,  as  a  body  of  citizens,  have  been  able  to  see  no  actual 
improvement  in  our  school  Status,  but  rather  a  general  unrest  and  dissatis- 
faction with  the  many  technical  and  impractical  rulings  and  regulations 
issued  by  the  department, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED:  1st,  That  we,  the  patrons  of  Scotch  Valley  Grange, 
No.  510,  assembled  this  third  day  of  December,  1921,  express  our  hearty 
approval  of  the  sensible  course  pursued  by  our  worthy  State  Master  John  A. 
McSparren,  and  do  hereby  commend  him  in  his  efforts  to  save  to  the  common 
people  of  Pennsylvania  the  "Remnant  of  Local  Self  Government"  now  pos- 
sessed by  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

Brother  Allan  D.  Miller,  of  Susquehanna,  the  secretary,  read  the  report  of 
the  Legislative  Committee,  which  follows: 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  action  for  your  Legislative  Committee. 
Never  before,  during  any  one  year  have  we  attended  so  many  hearings, 
devoted  so  much  time  to  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature  or  directed  so  much 
publicity.  In  addition  thereto  we  have  attended  the  meetings  of  the  National 
Board  of  Farm  Organizations  and  have  appeared  at  hearings  before  Com- 
mittees of  Congress.  In  all  of  these  activities,  we  were  received,  except  in 
one  instance,  with  uniform  attention  and  courtesy. 

In  the  field  of  national  legislation  we  have  worked  in  harmony  with  the 
National  Grange  and  with  the  National  Board  of  Farm  Organizations.  Both 
organizations  are  wielding  a  great  influence.  We  recommend  that  our 
association  with  the  National  Board  be  continued  for  another  year. 

In  this  field,  we  shall  continue  to  urge  such  measures  as  'The  Truth-in- 
Fabrics"  Bill,  a  proper  "Packers  Control"  Bill,  the  Capper-Hersman,  now 
Capper- Volstead  Bill,  the  "Filled  Milk"  Bill,  the  Limitation  of  Armaments, 
the  continuation  of  the  Federal  Trade  Commission,  the  retention  of  the 
Income  Tax  and  the  conservation  of  our  National  Resources. 

Legislative  Matters 

We  have  advocated  and  shall  continue  to  demand  the  enforcement  of 
constitutional  and  statutory  law.  The  open  and  wide  spread  violation  of  the 
laws  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  a 
scandal.  Enforcement  and  public  officers  who  will  not  do  their  duty  in  sup- 
pressing this  unlavirful  traffic  should  be  removed  and  to  their  positions  should 
be  appinted  only  those  who  are  in  sympathy  with  the  law.  We  urge  all 
members  of  the  Grange  to  aid  in  this  movement,  not  only  that  the  traffic  may 
be  abolished,  but  that  respect  for  all  laws  may  be  restored. 

It  is  in  matters  of  state  legislation  and  government,  however,  that  we 
have  been  most  active.  During  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  we  kept  close 
watch  of  the  bills  presented,  and  in  response  to  our  request,  many  hearings 
were  held  by  various  committees  of  the  House  and  Senate. 

We  directed  the  fight  in  opposition  to  the  Daylight  Saving  Bill,  and  the 
overwhelming  vote  by  which  it  was  defeated  attested  the  effect  of  our  efforts. 

We  opposed  the  enactment  of  the  Marshall  Bill,  providing  for  the  as- 
sessing and  collecting  of  taxes  with  the  county  as  the  unit,  and  scored  u 
decisive  victory. 
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11  y^  vi^oi^ously  urged  the  passage  of  the  Forestry  Bills,  four  in  number, 
all  of  which  were  approved.  The  appropriation  for  the  prevention  of  forest 
fires  IS  the  largest  ever  made  by  any  one  state  in  any  one  year. 

We  advocated  the  passage  of  the  bill  providing  for  a  State  Fair  and 
^ecured  its  enactment,  but  the  appropriation  made  for  this  purpose  is  so  small 
that  It  IS  still  uncertain  as  to  whether  or  not  we  shall  ever  have  a  real 
State  Fair. 

We  obtained  a  hearing  upon  the  Manufacturers'  Tax  Bill,  but  although  it 
imposed  upon  manufacturing  corporations  only  2-5  of  the  amount  of  tax  col- 
Jected  from  other  corporations,  and  despite  the  very  evident  fact  that  the 
State  expenditures  for  the  coming  two  years  would  exceed  the  revenues, 
this  measure  was  killed  in  committee. 

We  assisted  to  the  best  of  our  ability  in  the  fight  to  secure  the  passage 
of  the  Cook  Bill,  which  would  have  prohibited  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
milk  products  from  which  the  butter  fat  had  been  removed,  with  the  sub- 
situation  in  lieu  thereof  of  cocoanut  oil.  This  bill,  after  a  remarkable  hearing 
before  a  Committee,  passed  the  house  almost  unanimously,  but  on  reaching 
the  Senate  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  which  the  Senator  from  Dauphin 
County  was  the  acting  chairman.  He  was,  by  his  own  admissions,  interested 
in  the  sale  of  these  bogus  and  harmful  products.  At  the  public  hearing  be- 
fore his  committee,  he  directed  the  opposition  to  the  bill;  and  later  when  the 
bill  was  not  reported  out  to  the  Senate,  we  were  informed  that  it  was  killed 
because  of  his  opposition  and  the  rule  of  Senatorial  courtesy.  In  a  private 
interview  with  the  Senator  and  his  associate,  Lieut.  Governor  Beidleman, 
the  president  of  the  Senate,  we  were  favored  with  neither  fair  nor  courteous 
treatment.  Those  dairymen,  laboring  men,  consumers  and  proponents  of  the 
public  health,who  were  so  earnestly  fighting  for  this  meritorious  legislation, 
will  not  soon  forget  as  to  why  this  bill  failed  to  become  a  law. 

Opposed  Constitutional  Convention 

We  asked  for  and  were  given  hearing  upon  the  bill  providing  for  the 
calling  of  a  constitutional  convention.  Under  your  instructions  of  last  year, 
we  opposed  the  idea  of  a  revision  at  this  time,  but  the  bill  being  slated  for 
passage,  we  urged  before  the  Committees  that  the  plan  be  changed  to  provide 
for  representation  by  legislative  districts,  so  that  each  county  would  have  at 
least  one  delegate,  and,  further,  that  no  delegates  be  appointed  by  anyone. 
These  debates  were  without  result  and  we  were  therefore  compelled  to 
oppose  the  plan  at  the  election.  The  manner  in  which  our  membership  rallied 
to  our  call  was  most  satisfactory. 

In  passing,  we  desire  to  state  that  in  nearly  all  of  these  contests  we 
had  the  hearty  support  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Federation  of  Labor, 
particularly  as  to  The  Constitutional  Revision,  Manufacturers'  Tax  and  Filled 
Milk  Bills.  It  is  unique  in  the  history  of  legislative  activity  that  organized 
farmers  and  organized  labor,  viewing  legislation  from  the  same  standpoint, 
worked  together,  shoulder  to  shoulder,  for  the  public  good. 

Lacked  Statesmanship  and  Vision 

All  this  is,  in  brief,  a  summary  of  our  work  during  the  past  year.  As 
to  the  session  of  the  Legislature  as  a  whole,  it  must  be  considered  as  ex- 
tremely lacking  in  statesmanship,  vision  or  zeal  for  the  public  welfare. 
It  was  marked  throughout  by  vacillation,  petty  bickerings,  trading  and 
factional  politics,  resulting  finally  in  the  disgraceful  spectacle  of  one  faction 
unseating  and  deposing  the  Speaker  of  the  House.  After  an  evening's  session 
of  the  House  which  was  notable  only  for  the  ease  with  which  one  faction, 
holding  the  reins  of  power,  ran  the  House  proceedings,  and  after  an  adjourn- 
ment had  been  taken  in  the  small  hours  of  the  morning,  the  other  faction 
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with  a  precise  and  well-planned  program,  called  another  session  on  a  point 
of  parliamentary  law,  took  possession  of  the  wheel  and  compass  of  House 
legislation,  locked  the  doors  which  were  closed  for  a  long  time  until  broken 
into  from  the  outside  and  then,  step  by  step,  took  up  various  matters  of 
legislation  in  which  it  was  interested  and  advanced  it  on  the  calendar.  The 
next  day  the  matter  was  completed  by  deposing  the  speaker  and  electing  a 
new  one  in  his  place.  The  arbitrary  exercise  of  power  on  both  sides,  the  use 
of  the  State  Constabulary,  the  refusal  to  allow  debate,  the  presence  of 
politicians  and  even  Senators  who  yelled  like  fiends  when  votes  were  being 
taken  combined  to  make  the  scene  a  disgraceful  one.  Respect  of  and  obedience 
to  law  cannot  be  expected  when  the  law  itself  is  not  made  by  calm  and  in- 
telligent consideration. 

Outstanding  Tendencies 

There  were  two  outstanding  tendencies  of  the  session:  First,  the  con- 
tinuing to  place  taxes  on  the  little  fellow,  while  the  big  fellow  escaped.  For 
instance,  new  taxes  were  levied  in  various  forms,  such  as  the  fisherman's 
license,  the  tax  on  gasoline  and  the  increase  of  marriage  license  and  divorse 
fees,  while  the  manufacturers'  tax  bill  was  allowed  to  die.  Secondly,  the 
many  efforts  to  still  further  centralize  power,  which  efforts  seemed  almost  to 
be  a  final  well  planned  drive  to  remove  the  last  vestige  of  local  self- 
government. 

For  many  years  this  policy  of  centralization  has  been  growing.  Various 
departments  of  the  State  Government,  under  the  guise  of  efficiency,  have 
been  reaching  out  for  larger  control  and  greater  power.  In  the  High- 
way Department,  for  instance,  is  now  centered  the  control  of  all  public  roads. 
No  longer  can  the  county  commissioners,  the  elected  servants  of  the  people, 
determine  as  to  what  kind  of  roads  the  county  shall  construct  with  the  money 
collected  from  its  taxpayers.  Instead  of  the  township  supervisors,  the 
elected  representatives  of  the  district,  having  the  management  and  control 
of  the  township  roads,  today  Harrisburg  must  be  consulted  as  to  minute 
details,  which  oftimes  calls  for  expensive  inspection.  And  if  township 
supervisors  shall  have  conducted  themselves  well,  and  shall  have  obeyed  the 
Department  rules  and  regulations,  they  receive  for  their  townships  a  reward 
from  the  Department  at  Harrisburg.  The  Department  of  Health  shows  the 
same  tendency. 

Not  as  a  matter  of  public  necessity  or  of  public  health,  but  as  a  matter  of 
political  domination,  has  there  been  taken  away  from  the  people  at  home  the 
control  of  sanitation  and  kindred  subjects.  In  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  there  has  been  the  same  development.  Once  upon  a  time,  the 
school  directors  could  decide  as  to  the  local  needs  of  education,  as  to  tho 
costs  of  schools  and  as  to  building  and  other  requirements.  Today  the 
authority  of  the  school  directors  is  limited  to  almost  the  sole  privilege  oX 
levying  and  expending  taxes.  No  longer  do  our  school  directors  direct,  but 
they  must  petition  Harrisburg  for  permission  to  do  almost  anything  from  the 
construction  of  a  million  dollar  high  school  building  down  to  the  erection  of 
even  an  outbuilding  for  a  little  one  room  schoolhouse.  The  new  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  is  given  such  wide  authority  that  we  expect  to  see  the  local 
cfficers  of  charitable  institutions  appointed  and  removed  by  Harrisburg. 

Efforts  to  Centralize 

For  years,  in  all  departments,  this  tendency  has  grown  by  leaps  and 
bounds  but  it  was  in  the  last  session  that  there  was  the  culmination  of  these 
efforts  to  centralize  our  government.  In  the  Marshall  Bill,  already  referred 
to,  the  assessors  and  collectors  of  taxes  were  to  be  officers  of  the  county  and 
not  of  the  local  municipality.  In  the  McCurdy  Bill,  the  township  supervisors 
were  to  be  abolished.     In  the  Edmunds  Bill,  the  powers  of  school  directors 
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were  still  further  diminished.  In  the  draft  of  the  proposed  Constitution  as 
prepared  by  the  Constitutional  Revision  Commission,  justices  of  the  peace 
were  to  be  abolished,  and  appointed,  which  would  have  permitted  the  appoint- 
ment of  even  a  majority  of  our  county  and  of  all  of  our  borough  and  township 
officials. 

The  time  has  come  for  this  movement  to  stop.  We  challenge  anyone 
to  show  that  this  centralization  has  brought  to  these  lines  of  public  endeavor 
any  added  efficiency.  Centralization  does  not  bring  efficiency  but  it  does 
increase  expenditures;  it  does  not  expedite  public  business,  but  it  does  make 
new  jobs;  it  does  not  promote  the  public  weal,  but  it  does  permit  political 
control.  But  its  most  pernicious  effect  is  its  sapping  of  the  moral  of  the 
citizen.  It  was  only  after  a  mighty  struggle  and  great  sacrifices  that  our 
fathers  established  this  government,  the  bedrock  principle  of  which  was  the 
freedom  of  the  citizen  to  control  his  local  affairs  by  his  own  elective  officers. 
When  that  right  is  taken  away  from  him,  he  loses  his  personal  touch  with 
government  and  is  deprived  of  that  necessary  stimulus  for  the  support  of 
law  and  constituted  authority. 

This  movement  for  further  centralization  has  not  yet  ceased.  Even  now 
plans  are  geing  made  to  revive  and  enact  those  plans  which  have  been 
defeated.  Rather  should  the  pendulum  swing  in  the  opposite  direction. 
Good  Government,  economical  administration  and  respect  for  law,  all  will  be 
enchanced  by  returning  to  the  system  of  local  governments,  administered  by 
local  officers  elected  by  and  responsible  only  to  the  people. 

Not  in  Party  Politics 

Our  activities  in  these  and  various  other  matters  have  given  to  the 
public  the  impression  that  the  Grange  is  in  politics,  and  current  newspaper 
comment  goes  so  far  as  to  state  that  the  Grange  will  enter  actively  into  the 
selection  of  candidates  at  the  coming  elections.  Let  it  be  emphatically  stated 
that  the  Grange  is  not  in  partisan  politics.  It  deals  with  measures  and 
issues,  not  with  individuals.  It  supports  good  legislation  and  it  opposes 
bad  legislation.  It  is  interested  in  movements  for  the  public  good  but  it  is 
not  interested  in  partisan  control.  Above  all  it  desires  to  promote  good 
government  and  when  matters  arise  which  tend  either  away  from  or  toward 
that  end,  it  will  continue  by  its  excellent  means  of  publicity  to  rally  to  its 
colors  its  sterling  membership  of  citizens  located  in  every  county  in  the 
Commonwealth,  so  that  they  may  act  intelligently  upon  the  matters  at  issue. 
In  conclusion,  we  thank  you  for  the  splendid  support  you  have  given 
your  committee  during  the  past  year.  It  is  that  support  which  has  made 
our  labors  pleasant  and  our  position  unassailable.

RESOLUTIONS  REFERRED  TO  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

We  have  a  law  on  the  statute  books  of  Pennsylvania  declaring  that  the 
State  owns  all  the  water,  all  the  fish,  and  all  the  wild  game  within  the 
Commonwealth.  Just  a  blanket  law,  without  fact  or  reason.  The  farmer 
is  being  imposed  upon  by  this  and  kindred  laws  to  the  end  that  he  is  not 
allowed  to  use  his  own  personal  property  for  his  own  personal  use.  He  is 
required  to  pay  taxes  upon  land  and  waters,  and  the  products  of  such  lands 
and  waters  are  turned  over  to  the  sporting  fraternity. 
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He  is  not  allowed  to  build  or  own  an  ice  pond  or  a  fish  pond  wholly 
within  his  lands  and  fish  therein  without  being  told  by  the  water  Com- 
missioner where  to  get  on  at,  by  the  fish  Commissioner  where  to  get  off  at, 
by  the  Health  Commissioner  where  to  go  to,  and  by  the  tax  Commissioner 
when  to  come  back. 

At  least  50  per  cent,  of  the  farms  of  Pennsylvania  have  more  or  less 
natural  reservoirs,  swamps,  depressions,  and  swaley  places  where  artificial 
ponds  or  lakes  of  various  sizes  could  be  built,  thereby  storing  and  holding 
back  our  flood  waters,  the  outflow  of  which  would  keep  our  public  creeks 
flowing  and  purify  the  same  and  obviate  the  calamity  of  our  streams  drying 
up  and  killing  all  fish  life.  Eminent  authority  states  that  an  acre  of 
water  will  furnish  as  much  food  value  per  annum  as  does  an  acre  of  land. 

While  we  do  not  make  as  high  claims  for  the  value  of  food  produced, 
yet  we  do  claim  an  acre  of  water  will  produce  from  250  to  500  pounds  of 
fish  per  annum. 

If  the  owner  of  such  pond,  in  which  the  state  never  had  any  ownership, 
and  never  furnished  any  fish  for  stocking  purposes,  so  constructed  that  no 
other  fish  can  get  in  from  either  above  or  below,  could  go  at  will  and  catch 
with  seine  or  other  humane  manner  his  fish,  there  would  be  a  wonderful 
increase  of  such  ponds  and  thousands  of  families  would  enjoy  the  luxuries  of 
having  fresh  fish  to  eat  that  do  not  now  know  that  luxury. 

Again,  what  joy  it  would  bring  to  the  heart  of  the  country  boy  had  he 
the  pleasure  of  a  pond.  The  "old  swimming  pool"  can  be  multiplied  almost 
indefinitely  in  Pennsylvania  by  the  removal  of  a  law  which  has  neither 
equity  or  justice  in  its  favor. 

Our  country  boy  is  hampered  and  deprived  of  much  healthful  and 
innocent  pleasure  in  attempting  to  legislate  in  the  interest  of  the  sportsman, 
and  no  one  is  benefited  except  a  few  statistical  clerks.  These  same  ponds 
would  furnish  ice  for  summer  use  and  milk  purposes  and  the  consumer  in  the 
city  would  get  cooler  and  purer  milk. 

No  one  would  take  as  much  interest  in  the  propagation  and  protection 
of  fish  as  the  owner,  if  he  once  felt  he  had  a  real  ownership  and  could 
exercise  such  privileges  at  will.  We  concede  that  the  state  should  ha\e 
jurisdiction  over  our  rivers  and  creeks  in  which  the  fish  travel  from  one 
.  man's  lands  to  another,  and  over  such  fish  as  are  hatched,  grown  and  planted 
at  State  expense. 

But  we  positively  deny  that  the  State  has  any  jurisdiction  or  control 
over  fish  which  are  grown  on  purely  private,  taxable  lands,  and  our  statutes  . 
should  be  cleared  of  any  laws  based  on  false  notions  to  the  contrary.     In  view 
of  these  facts,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  shall  exercise  its 
influence  to  secure  such  legislation  as  will  restore  and  safeguard  our  riehu 
in  this  direction.

Insofar  as   this  preamble   and   resolution   protests   against   State   inter- 
ference with  the  rights  of  the  individual,  it  is  approved. 
Action  of  the  committee  sustained. 

WHEREAS— 1.  The  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  grant  to  any 
citizen  who  may  apply  therefor  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  County  in  which  he 
or  she  may  reside,  and  who  pays  a  dollar  for  the  same,  a  resident  Hunters 
License — and 

WHEREAS— 2.  This  license  gives  the  purchaser  the  right  to  carry 
dangerous  fire  arms  during  what  is  known  as  the  open  season  for  hunting 
the  various  species  of  so-called  game  anywhere  in  the  Commonwealth  —and

WHEREAS — 3.  The  open  season  for  game,  taken  collectively  covers 
pratically  the  entire  year— opening  for  blackbirds  on  August  1st,  and  ending 
on  August  15th— not  of  the  same  year  but  of  the  following  year  for  Red  or 
Pine  Spuirrels,  the  season  for  which  is  Nov.  1st  to  August  15th  of  the  fol- 
lowing year,  and 

WHEREAS — 4.  This  law  is  we  believe  grossly  abused  in  that  certain 
people  are  granted  this  license  who  are  not  citizens  of  this  commonwealth, 
nor  of  the  United  States,  who  are,  even  if  they  were  qualified  as  citizens, 
not  competant  to  handle  dangerous  weapons,  with  safety  to  themselves,  or  to 
any  other  person  who  may  be  in  their  vicinity  and  who  are  entirely  irrespon- 
sible to  anybody  for  any  damage  they  may  commit  in  the  exercise  of  the 
privilege  granted  them,  and 

WHEREAS — 5.  In  a  majority  of  the  counties  of  the  state  not  a  foot 
of  land  remains  upon  which  the  large  army  of  licensed  hunters  can  indulge 
in  hunting,  without  becoming  trespassers  upon  the  private  property  of  the 
farm  owners,  and 

WHEREAS — 6.  The  act  of  trespass  for  this  purpose  upon  the  farmers 
land,  by  persons  such  as  those  mentioned  becomes  in  itself  a  menace  to  the 
life  and  property  of  the  farmer  and  the  peace  and  security  of  the  community, 
and  leads  to  many  and  various  offences  against  the  laws,  such  as  larceny, 
petty  thieving,  mischief,  and  maliciousness,  by  which  the  farm  people  suffer 
continually  and  considerably,  and 

WHEREAS — 7.  The  present  law  in  this  state  in  regard  to  trespass  is 
entirely  inadequate  and  the  administration  of  it  has  been  such  as  to  en- 
courage rather  than  to  diminish  the  custom  that  has  descended  upon  us  from 
the  time  when  the  country  was  new,  the  population  scarce,  and  the  game 
plentiful,  and,  in  which  wild  game,  wild  berries,  fruit  and  nuts  were  the  only 
foods  of  the  pioneer,  and 

WHEREAS — 8.  The  Hunters  and  Sportsmen  themselves  have  pointed 
out  to  the  farmers  what  they  are  pleased  to  call  the  "Commercial  Side  of 
Hunting'*  and  have  estimated  the  value  in  dollars  and  cents  of  the  game  and 
the  fur  bearing  animals  taken  in  this  state  by  licensed  hunters,  largely  from 
privately  owned  land,  and  these  figures  show  that  in  the  single  year  of 
1920  there  was  killed  in  this  state,  game  to  the  value  of  $5,514,164  and — furs 
taken  to  the  value  of  $3,000,000  more,  or  a  total  of  $8,514,164  (roughly  S% 
millions  of  dollars)  taken  by  the  hunters  and  sportsmen  from  the  farms  of 
the  state,  which  provide  sustenance  and  food  for  the  game,  and  said 
fur  bearing  animals  without  any  hint  of  any  consideration  or  compensation 
whatever,  and  indeed  because  of  the  method  pursued  in  the  taking  and 
because  of  the  damage  to  the  owners  of  the  land  by  the  same — to  wit,  grain 
fields  trampled,  fences  and  gates  broken,  live  stock  killed  and  maimed,  hay 
and  grain  stacks  burned  and  on  top  of  all  this  the  farmer,  if  he  demonstrates, 
profanely  and  in  vile  language  insulted  and  defied. 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  State  Grange  of  Penn- 
sylvania  pledges  its  approval  of,  and  will  assist  in  every  way  in  its  power, 
the  passage  by  the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania  of  a  just  and  adequate 
trespass  law — similar  to  that  recently  placed  upon  the  statutes  of  the  sister 
State  of  New  York  and  also  of  the  State  of  West  Virginia,  by  which  wilful 
trespass  will  be  defined  a  misdemeanor  punishable  with  a  fine  of  $50 — wilful 
trespass  being  defined  as  trespass  upon  lands  posted  according  to  law  as 
private  property  and  without  the  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  said  lands. 
And  further  we  recommend  that  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolution  be 
sent  to  each  Pomona  Grange  in  the  state,  and  to  each  Subordinate  Grange  in 
the  state,  with  a  view  that  a  proper  discussion  and  propaganda  be  immediately 
inaugurated  throughout  the  state  to  secure  the  action  desired  at  the  next 
session  of  the  legislature  in  1923. 

Approved  and  action  of  Committee  sustained. 
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At  a  regular  meeting  of  Brandywine  Grange  No.  60,  Patrons  of  Hus- 
bandry, held  at  West  Chester,  Pa.,  December  10,  1921,  the  following  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted  and  recommended  for  approval  by  the  State  Grange 
of  Pennsylvania: 

WHEREAS,  So  many  tragedies  have  occurred  on  our  public  roads  by 
reason  of  persons  on  foot  being  struck  by  automobiles, 

RESOLVED,  That  the  State  Highway  Department  be  requested  to  take 
steps  toward  providing  a  safe  sidewalk  along  our  main  highways,  which 
are  so  much  traveled  and  at  present  dangerous. 

RESOLVED,  That  it  is  our  belief  that  our  present  road  law  should  be 
revised  to  provide  that  pedestrians  walk  on  the  left  side  of  the  highway 
so  as  to  face  approaching  cars  and  thus  be  able  to  avoid  them.

The  course  of  action  advocated  by  this  resolution  it  not  considered  prac- 
ticable at  this  time,  and  it  is,  therefore,  not  approved.  Action  of  the  com- 
mittee sustained.

WHEREAS,  The  Dillingham  act  regulating  and  restricting  immigra-

RESOLVED,  That  the  State  Grange  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  National 
Grange  give  the  most  careful  scrutiny  to  any  proposed  amendments  to  this 
act,  and  furthermore,  that  they  use  their  influence  to  have  this  act  either 
extended  or  re-enacted,  without  amendment.

Your  committee  has  not  available  at  this  time  the  exact  information 
necessary  to  act  intelligently  upon  this  resolution.  It  is  therefore  referred 
to  the  permanent  Legislative  Committee  for  further  study.  Recommendation 
approved.

The  owners  of  said  mines  and  factories  often  co- 
operate  m  limiting  production  and  output  and  agree  on  a  scale  of  prices  which 
will  assure  them  a  profit;  and

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We  further  protest  against  adding  new  Departments  at  Washington  to 
centralize  education  and  against  the  so-called  Maternity  bill  to  instruct  the 
women  how  to  feed  and  dress  babies,  being  satisfied  that  those  who  are 
blessed  with  babies  know  better  how  to  care  for  them  than  old  maids  from 
New  York,  Chicago,  or  elsewhere.

By  this  plan  the  teacher  would  have  employment  for  the  whole  year 
the  younger  children  could  walk  short  distances  to  the  school  house  for  sum- 
mer training  and  be  at  home  during  the  short  cold  days  of  winter,  while  the 
older  pupils  in  the  summer  could  work  upon  the  farms  and  in  the  winter 
attend  the  more  advanced  schools." 

In  view  of  the  changes  now  rapidly  taking  place  in  the  State  we  consider 
It  advisable  for  the  subordinate  Granges  to  permeate  their  localities  with 
this  recommendation  and  endeavor  to  secure  its  adoption  in  the  school  system.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  GOOD  OF  THE  ORDER 

The  good  and  prosperity  of  the  order  is  the  wish  of  every  true  Patron 
of  Husbandry.  We  desire  to  see  it  grow  in  numbers  until  every  person 
eligible  to  membership  in  the  State  and  Nation  is  affiliated  with  us.  To 
grow  in  influence  and  power  even  more  than  it  grows  in  numbers. 

As  in  most  things  in  this  life  our  desires  will  be  realized  only  as  the 
result  of  effort  on  our  part  to  bring  them  to  pass.  We  realize  that  to  gain 
and  hold  the  respect  of  ourselves  and  of  others  we  must  ask  for  and  advocate 
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only  the  things  that  are  just  and  right.  We  are  proud  to  be  able  to  say 
that  we  believe  that  this  has  always  been  the  action  of  the  order  in  the 
past  and  we  will  do  well  to  remember  that  it  is  work  for  and  service  to 
others  as  well  as  ourselves  that  gives  us  the  right  to  prosper. 

We  now  have  every  county  in  the  state  entitled  to  representation  in  the 
State  Grange  and  a  membership  exceeding  93,000.  We  ask  the  cooperation 
of  every  member  to  the  end  that  we  may  pass  the  100,000  mark  in  1922. 

Let  this  be  ever  in  the  mind  of  each  one  of  us  that  the  purpose  for 
which  we  are  banded  together  is  defined  in  the  language  of  the  worthy 
overseer  at  the  opening  of  every  Grange  meeting,  "to  promote  the  welfare 
of  our  country  and  of  mankind  to  advance  the  interests,  elevate  the  char- 
acters, and  increase  the  influence  of  all  Patrons  of  Husbandry." 

Your  committee  presents  the  following  suggestion  for  the  Good  of 
the  Order: 

1st.  We  suggest  a  more  earnest  study  of  the  ritual,  believing  that  a 
more  comprehensive  knowledge,  brings  out  the  beauties  of  the  lessons,  which 
grow  in  value  and  impress  all,  especially  the  candidates,  if  the  lessons  are 
mastered  by  those  giving  the  instructions,  while  the  older  members  should 
at  least  renew  their  vows  mentally  resolving  to  consider  those  vows  anew, 
all  of  which  will  be  for  the  good  of  the  order. 

2nd.  WHEREAS,  In  nearly  every  subordinate  Grange  the  question 
of  delinquent  members  comes  up  from  time  to  time. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  every  Grange  adhere  strictly  to  the  rule 
given  us  by  our  State  Master,  thus  doing  away  with  the  payment  of  State  dues 
on  members  from  which  we  receive  no  dues  and  also  dispensing  with  a 
Fubject  that  is  not  very  pleasant  to  discuss  at  every  meeting  of  a  subordinate 
grange.  Nothing  will  do  more  to  take  the  interest  from  a  Grange,  than 
to  have  the  question  of  delinquent  members  continually  before  it.  - 

3rd.  We  suggest  and  urge  that  each  grange  have  its  own  hall  and  if 
that  is  impossible  at  least  a  permanent  meeting  place.  As  the  rituahstic 
work  can  be  carried  out  more  properly  and  impressively  and  will  thereby 
make  a  better  impression  on  the  newly  admitted  members  and  make  better 
grangers  out  of  members  who  have  been  taught  the  beauties  of  the  different 

defirrees.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DAIRY  INTERESTS 

In  this  period  of  unrest  and  reconstruction  all  branches  of  agriculture 
have  suffered  financial  loss  to  a  greater  degree  than  any  other  line  of  activity, 
but  of  all  things,  the  Dairying  end  of  Agriculture  is  in  such  a  state  of 
affairs  that  the  cost  of  production  is  way  below  the  price  received  for  the 
product.     This  condition  exists  for  various  reasons: 

FIRST,  Because  of  the  unusually  low  price  received  by  the  producer 
for  his  milk,  due  chiefly  to  the  inability  to  market  the  same  to  advantage. 
By  high  carrying  rates  and  extortionate  wages  demanded  by  labor  all  along 
the  line  of  distribution,  the  profit  that  should  belong  to   the   producer,   is 

consumed,  and  .     .  -  . ,      -     j 

WHEREAS,  There  is  lack  of  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  food 
value  of  milk  by  the  consuming  public  and  in  order  to  overcome  this  it  is 
necessary  to  educate  the  consuming  public  by  certain  milk  campaigns,  now 
being  put  on  in  certain  sections  of  the  State,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  public  must  be  taught  that  milk  substitutes  can  never 
take  the  place  of  pure  milk  if  our  business  is  to  survive. 

THEREFORE,  WE  RECOMMEND,  That  all  subordinate  Granges  be 
advised  to  give  such  moral  and  financial  support  to  these  campaigns  as  is  pos- 
sible in  their  communities,  especially  would  we  recommend  that  much  stress 
be  laid  upon  our  opposition  to  the  practice  of  furnishing  filled  milk  to  school 

children.  ,    ^      -i,         j 

WHEREAS,  Lack  of  organization  among  farmers  to  market  milk  and 
its  products  is  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  the  demoralization  of  the  Dairying 
industry,  we  recommend  that  all  subordinate  Granges  be  instructed  to  do 
their  utmost  and  urge  members  to  support  and  become  members  of  such 
milk  organizations,  now  operating  in  their  communities,  and  that  all  delegates 
present  this  cause  to  their  patrons. 

WHEREAS,  Lack  of  good  business  management  in  handling  many 
dairy  herds  is  another  cause  of  our  present  condition,  owing  to  low  niilk 
production,  low  fat  content,  caused  either  by  the  boarder  cow  or  poor  breeding 
stock,  or  to  improper  dairy  rations.  Therefore,  your  committee  respectfully 
recommends  for  your  consideration,  the  support  of  more  cow  testing  associa- 
tions and  better  herd  sires,  this  recommendation  to  be  reported  by  delegates 
to  their  granges. 

Your  committee  approves  both  the  attached  resolutions  and  would 
request  that  such  campaigns  be  instituted  by   the   State   Grange   that  will 

bring  actual  results.

RESOLUTIONS  REFERRED  TO  COMMITTEE  ON  DAIRY  INTERESTS 

The  following  resolutions  presented  by  Wyebrooke  Grange  No.  1306  of 
Chester  County  was  adopted  by  Pomona  No.  3  of  Chester  and  Delaware 
Counties  and  ordered  sent  to  each  Senator  and  Representative  from  Chester 
and  Delaware  Counties,  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange  and  the  Secretary 
of  each  Pomona  Grange  in  the  State. 

WHEREAS,  It  is  a  proven  fact  that  tuberculosis  is  a  disease  trans- 
missable  from  cattle  to  human  beings,  especially  in  infants,  besides  playing 
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havoc  among  cattle  throughout  the  country,  it  being  prevalent  in  most  herds, 
therefore,  every  possible  step  should  be  taken  to  eradicate  the  same  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  farmers  and  cattle  owners  have  made  earnest  efforts 
to  eradicate  tuberculosis  from  their  stock,  both  by  private  means  and  through 
State  and  Fderal  aid,  the  vast  majority  of  farmers,  however,  being  positively 
unable  to  do  the  work  without  substantial  aid  from  the  State,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  fund  recently  appropriated  by  the  State  has  been 
exhausted,  besides  being  entirely  insufficient  to  carry  on  the  work  success- 
fully and  pay  for  all  condemned  cattle: 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  farmers  of  Chester  and 
Delaware  counties  as  represented  by  Pomona  Grange  No.  3  do  earnestly 
request  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  the  Legislature  at  Harrisburg, 
to  secure  for  us  at  the  next  meting  of  the  Legislature  an  appropriation  amply 
sufficient  to  successfully  carry  on  the  work  of  eradication  of  tuberculosis 
among  cattle  in  this  state  and  so  that  every  farmer  who  is  desirous  of 
obtaining  an  accredited  herd  may  feel  sure  that  he  will  be  paid  promptly 
and  fully  for  the  State's  share  of  redemption  claim  for  each  and  every  animal 
condemned  under  the  accredited  herd  plan  and  that  the  good  work  already 
begun  may  be  carried  on  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Approved  and  action  of  committee  sustained. 

Pomona  Grange  No.  8  in  session  assembled  at  Sanatoga,  Pa.  December 
1st,  1921,  after  due  consideration,  adopted  the  following  resolution  and 
directed  that  Worthy  Master  E.  A.  Nelson,  present  the  same  to  the  State 
Grange,  in  annual  meeting  assembled  in  York,  Pa. 

WHEREAS,  The  cooperative  movements  among  farmers  of  the  United 
States  cannot  be  properly  developed  until  there  is  a  clarification  of  existing 
laws   effecting  the  organization  and  operation  of  farmer  associations,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Capper  Volstead  bill  has  been  passed  in  acceptable 
form  by  the  House  of  Representatives  and  has  been  so  amended  in  the  Senate 
so  as  to  destroy  its  value,  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  go  on  record 
as  being  favorable  to  the  Capper  Volstead  Bill,  H.  R.  2373  now  before  the 
United  States  Senate,  permitting  the  organization  of  farmers  for  cooperative 
buying  and  selling  and  that  the  bill  now  before  the  Senate  be  passed  in 
the    form    in   which    it   was    originally    passed    by    the    National    House    of 

Representatives,  and  ,      . 

WHEREAS,  The  manufacture  and  sale  of  filled  or  imitation  milk  is 
increasing  enormously  and  threatens  the  welfare  of  the  dairy  industry  as 
well  as  the  health  of  the  Nation;  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  go  on  record  as 
favoring  the  passage  of  the  Voigt  Bill  H.  R.  8086,  now  on  the  House 
Calendar,  which  prohibits  the  movement  of  filled  or  imitation  milk  in 
interstate  and  export  traffic,  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  State  Grange  direct  each  subordinate  Orange 
officially  and  through  their  members  to  communicate  with  their  Representa- 
tives and  Senators,  urging  their  support  of  these  respective  bills. 

Approved  and  committee  sustained. 


REPORT  OF  INSURANCE  COMMITTEE 

This  Committee  having  no  resolution  referred  to  them  on  insurance,  the 
reports  will  be  brief,  as  we  thought  the  report  given  by  the  Executive 
Committee  was  well  discussed  and  understood.  The  Grange  Mutual  Fire 
Insurance  Company  is  growing  very  rapidly  with  the  cheap  insurance  the 
patrons  receive,  there  being  about  $70,000,000  in  force.     We  find  there  is  no 
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Tatron  that  will  go  a  day  when  his  or  her  policy  expires  for  the  fear  of  a 
loss  of  a  building. 

But  it  is  quite  evident  that  our  people  have  not  yet  been  educated  to 
realize  that  casualty  insurance  is  equally  important  for  those  who  employ 
hired  help  on  the  farm.  Accidents  are  much  more  liable  to  happen  than  fires, 
and  the  results  of  accidents  from  the  financial  point  of  view  may  be  just 
as  calamitous  as  the  results  of  fires. 

The  Grange  Mutual  Casualty  Insurance  Company  is  in  its  6th  year.  The 
insurance  it  sells  protects  the  Granger  under  the  compensation  law,  the  com- 
mon law,  and  provides  liberal  benefits  to  the  injured  employe. 

The  time  is  now  here  when  every  Granger  must  support  this  company 
by  taking  out  a  policy,  or  the  company  may  as  well  discontinue  after  1922, 
and  then  we  patrons  will  be  forced  to  go  back  to  the  stock  companies  at 
nearly  four  times  the  cost  for  the  same  protection. 

Therefore,  this  committee  recommends  to  every  delegate  to  go  back 
home  and  do  his  or  her  part  to  put  across  25,000  policies  by  1922. 

This  committee  considers  it  a  privilege  to  have  the  opportunity  of  com- 
mending to  our  membership  the  Life  Insurance  service  of  the  Grange  as 
provided  for  through  our  connection  with  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life.  It 
is  beyond  our  comprehension  to  realize  the  vast  amount  of  good  that  will  come 
to  the  patrons  of  this  State  through  our  having  our  own  Life  Insurance. 
Many  of  our  Grange  families  will  be  provided  with  means  for  their  support 
that  otherwise  would  not,  and  at  this  time  your  Insurance  Committee  wishes  to 
thank  the  Grange  leaders  for  their  wise  forethought  in  making  this  co- 
operative endeavor  of  the  Grange  a  reality. 

We  are  pleased  to  know  of  the  splendid  progress  which  our  Life 
Insurance  is  making  as  reported  by  our  Executive  Committee,  as  it  means 
that  more  and  more  of  our  membership  are  beginning  to  realize  the  absolute 
necessity  of  providing  safe  and  reliable  protection  for  their  families. 

Your  Insurance  Committee  is  familiar  with  the  different  policies 
as  issued  by  our  Company.  We  believe  that  they  are  as  liberal  as  those 
offered  by  any  company,  and  we  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  a  new  policy 
just  issued  this  year  called,  "The  Special  Protective  Policy",  as  it  particularly 
fills  the  need  at  a  very  low  cost.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  young  farmer 
w^ho  has  a  family,  is  still  in  debt  for  his  farm  and  is  not  in  a  position  to 
pay  large  insurance  premiums  but  who  cannot  afford  to  go  without  the 
protection  which  this  policy  provides.  We  wish  that  every  patron  was 
familiar  with  this  policy  and  we  recommend  that  we  cooperate  in  every  way 
we  can  in  assisting  our  Company  to  secure  a  live  representative  in  each 
Grange  community  during  the  coming  year  who  will  explain  to  our  mem- 
bership the  value  of  our  Life  Insurance  Service.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  COOPERATION 

The  possibilities  of  cooperation  among  men  have  never  yet  been  attained 
and  never  will  be.  The  more  cooperation  is  developed  the  broader  is  the 
horizon  exposed  to  view.  This  is  a  broad  subject  and  we  can  touch  upon  it  in 
only  the  most  casual  manner  but  the  Committee  entertains  the  hope  that  some 
one  some  place  may  receive  some  benefit  from  its  work. 

We  feel  that  wherever  people  who  have  mutual  interests  will  unitedly 
pool  their  energies,  concentrating  them  and  devoting  them  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  specific  and  worth  while  purposes,  that  they  will  be  well  repaid  for 
their  efforts. 

To  make  cooperation  effective  the  ground  must  be  prepared  and 
organizing  may  be  looked  upon  as  the  plowing  and  mellowing  process  that 
puts  the  soil  in  condition  for  promising  productivity.  Education,  coupled 
with  good  horse  sense,  may  be  considered  as  the  seed  sowing  and  cultivation 
of  the  tender  plant.  On  the  thoroughness  of  this  preliminary  work  the 
amount  as  well  as  the  quality  of  the  harvest  is  dependent.  As  plants  in  the 
natural  world  vary  in  natural  appearance,  and  in  the  uses  to  which  they 
may  be  applied,  just  so  many  and  varied  are  the  avenues  along  which  coopera- 
tion may  be  applied. 

While  the  average  conception  limits  cooperative  activity  altogether  to 
the  field  of  business  and  commerce,  in  reality  our  churches,  our  schools,  our 
Granges  in  fact  our  government  itself  are  fruits  of  cooperation. 

Does  a  Grange  wish  to  build  a  hall?  Cooperate.  Do  you  want  to  have 
more  interesting  meetings  and  build  up  your  Subordinate  Grange?  Co- 
operate. 

SPECIFIC  RECOMMENDATIONS 

(a)     To  Subordinate  Granges. 

1  Cooperate  to  make  your  Grange  the  leader  in  your  community  in 
standing  for  the  rights  of  the  farmer  against  the  hog  sportmen  who  would 
usurp  your  farms  for  hunting  without  regard  to  either  ownership,  personal 
safty  or  your  individual  wishes.  . 

2.  Cooperate  in  seeing  to  it  that  township  funds  are  economically  used 

for  school,  road  and  public  purposes. 

3.  Cooperate  with  other  subordinate  Granges  in  building  up  a  County  or 
Pomona  organization  strong  and  virile. 

^b)     Recommendations  to  Pomona  Granges. 

1  Pomona  Granges  should  be  more  active  in  providing  better  and  more 
satisf'actory    market    facilities    for    farm    products    produced    within    their 

™^  Financial  reward  comes  to  the  farmer  only  as  the  products  of  his  toil 
and  his  soil  are  marketed  at  prices  above  the  cost  of  production. 

In  the  past  the  slogan  of  making  two  spears  of  grass  grow  where  but 
one  had  grown  before  was  the  goal  set  up  for  every  farmer.  Commendable 
as  has  been  this  desire  in  the  past,  today  the  farmer  must  get  his  fair  returns 
from  what  the  harvest  yields,  if  he  is  to  hold  his  own  m  the  race  of  life. 

The  old  time  declaration  that  our  order  shall  strive  for  the  elimination 
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cl  surplus  middle  men  is  even  more  necessary  today  than  heretofore. 

There  is  a  well  grounded  conviction  in  the  public  mind  that  in  these  days 
of  deflation  and  of  price  readjustment  many  retailers  are  charging  higher 
prices  than  are  warranted  by  existing  trade  conditions. 

The  local  merchant  should  take  the  beam  out  of  his  own  eye  before 
criticizing  the  public  for  buying  away  from  home. 

Another  discrimination  with  which  the  farmer  has  to  contend  is  the 
price  of  labor,  as  this  committee  takes  the  position  that  labor  on  the  modern 
farm  is  as  much  entitled  to  be  classified  as  skilled  labor  as  is  the  labor  in 
any  other  industry.  The  man  who  will  contend  today  that  "anybody  can 
farm"  is  still  mentally  living  in  the  day  of  the  tallow  candle  and  the  ox  team. 

In  the  building  of  a  Pennsylvania  Grange  Hall,  this  year  labor  was  paid 
as  follows;  Carpenters  50-60c  per  hour,  bricklayers  $1.10  per  hour, 
plasterers,  90c  per  hour,  and  painters,  75c  per  hour. 

These  men  had  but  few  dollars  invested  in  tools  or  equipment  and  they 
could  easily  transport  their  outfits  in  a  wheelbarrow.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  farmer  has  an  investment  of  perhaps  two  thousand  dollars  in  tools,  five 
thousand  in  his  farm  and  aided  by  wife  and  children  frequently  nets  but 
little  more  for  their  combined  labor  and  investment  in  a  fifteen  hour  day 
than  one  of  the  above  laborers  realizes  for  a  few  hours  service. 

A  comparison  with  railroad  labor  and  labor  in  many  other  lines  would  be 
decidedly  more  unfavorable  to  farm  development. 

The  farmer  does  not  expect  an  unreasonably  large  income  neither  is 
it  good  public  policy  that  this  great  industry  afford  but  meager  returns  to  its 
devotees.  Business  men,  statesmen  the  general  public  should  be  made  ac- 
quainted with  the  fact  that  our  farms  are  the  bulwarks  of  the  nation  not 
alone  for  the  foods  they  produce  but  also  because  of  the  young  men  and 
women  that  are  here  growing  up  strong  and  clean,  honest  and  active,  ready 
and  qualified  to  carry  on  the  nation's  business  of  tomorrow. 

Let  our  Pomonas  cooperate  to  the  above  ends.  Many  of  them  have 
goodly  sums  of  money  in  their  treasury.  And  all  of  them  have  men  and 
women  among  their  membership  who  have  been  trained  and  developed  by 
years  of  membership  in  our  Order. 

Let  us  mobilize  our  Pomona  resources  and  make  the  County  unit  of 
this  order  serve  the  farm  interests  more  efficiently  in  the  future. 

(c)     Recommendations  to  State  Grange. 

The  Chairmen  of  Committees  have  quite  a  task  to  prepare  creditable 
general  reports  for  their  Committees  while  they  are  in  attendance  at  the 
State  Grange  meetings.  In  doing  this  they  are  forced  to  forego  con- 
siderable of  the  benefits  and  pleasure  of  the  sessions,  and  this  body  does 
not  get  as  good  nor  as  helpful  work  from  the  committees  as  it  might  receive 
We  recommend  that  next  year  the  State  Master  be  requested  to  select  the 
chairman  in  advance,  notifying  each  one  of  his  assignment  a  couple  of  weeks 
in  advance  of  the  State  Meeting. 

While  some  of  those  so  appointed  might  not  attend,  we  would  even  then 
be  in  no  worse  shape  than  at  present. 

2.  We  urge  team  work  all  along  the  line.  In  these  readjustment  days 
no  one  knows  what  a  day  may  bring  forth.  Let  us  be  alert  to  grasp  every 
new  opportunity  for  the  benefit  of  the  farmer  all  cooperating  to  make  the 
coming  new  year  the  most  fraternal,  the  most  fruitful  the  very  best  in  all 

our  grange  experience.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  HEALTH  AND  SANITATION 

There  is  no  thing  that  is  of  more  vital  importance  than  the  maintaining 

^^  ^  xte^'TroLtion   of   health   therefore,   is   of   far   more    importance    than 

'"'  "wfmay"  ol^^^^^^^  but  without  good  health  we  cannot  en  joy  it^ 

Thelani?ary  condition  of  our  farms,  therefore,  has  much  to  do  with  the 
maintaining  of  good  health. 
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One  of  the  first  things  to  be  seen  to  is  good  drainage  which  will  carry 
away  all  of  the  wastes  of  the  farm  buildings. 

Here  we  recommend  septic  tanks  in  place  of  the  old  closets,  where  it 
is  impossible  to  have  the  bath  room. 

The  manure  should  be  hauled  from  the  stable  each  day  and  spread  on 
the  land,  or  at  least  kept  in  covered  pits. 

As  milk  is  the  best  food  for  growing  children  we  should  use  the  most 
sanitary  methods  for  the  care  of  the  milk  from  time  it  is  milked  until  it  is 
used.     Also,  the  cows  should  be  turbucline  tested. 

Hog  cholera  should  be  treated  with  serum,  and  all  hogs  dying  from  the 
disease  should  be  burned.  As  impure  water  is  a  great  menace  to  good  health 
all  wells  should  be  located  above  all  sources  of  contamination. 

All  spring  water  should  be  tested  for  disease  germs  and  if  found  to 
contain  any  should  be  boiled  for  at  least  twenty  minutes  and  set  away  in 
some  sanitary  vessel  to  cool. 

Children  to  develop  strong,  healthy  bodies  and  minds  must  have  plenty 
of  milk  and  eggs,  a  bath  every  day  wherever  possible  and  plenty  of  rest, 
especially  at  night. 

They  should  also  be  provided  with  a  warm  dinner  at  school  of  wholesome 
food  and  plenty  of  fresh  pure  air  at  all  times. 

Let  us  remember  three  things  for  good  health.  Drainage,  Cleanliness 
Plenty  of  fresh  pure  air.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  POMONA  GRANGES 

We  are  glad  the  time  has  come  when  the  Pomona  Grange  is  not  spoken 
of  as  the  fifth  wheel  of  a  wagon,  but  is  now  considered  an  important  factor 
in  Grange  work.  That  Pomona  Grange  has  been  adopted  into  the  Grange 
family  and  is  now  considered  an  heir  is  shown  by  the  action  of  our  State 
Grange  two  years  ago  and  by  action  of  the  last  National  Grange. 

The  World  has  ceased  to  ask  "Who  are  you"?  or  "What  are  you?" 
but  "What  can  you  do?" 

The  World  wants  service,  therefore,  it  is  the  duty  as  well  as  the  privilege 
of  the  Pomona  Grange  to  render  service. 

There  are  many  important  duties  for  the  Pomona  Grange  to  perform. 
We  desire  to  impress  the  importance  of  the  degree  work  believing  that 
Pomona  should  set  an  example  for  subordinate  granges,  and  encourage 
more  and  better  degree  work  by  a  trained  degree  team  and  the  use  of 
tableaux  and  thus  cultivate  that  part  of  Grange  work  that  the  busy  farmers 
are  so  liable  to  neglect. 

While  we  have  a  committee  on  cooperation  we  cannot  help  but  trespass 
a  little,  as  we  believe  one  of  the  chief  duties  of  Pomona  Granges  is  that  of 
cooperation.  There  are  many  lines  wherein  the  Pomona  and  Subordinate 
Granges  should  cooperate.  We  can  see  no  reasons  why  the  purchasing  agents 
of  a  county  cannot  pool  their  orders  when  buying  and  selling  and  handle  our 
commodities  by  tons  instead  of  pounds  and  by  train  loads  instead  of  car  loads. 

The  civic  and  local  problems  must  be  worked  out  by  Pomona  and  Sub- 
ordinate, and  through  cooperation  with  other  organizations.  There  are 
communities  where  Granges  and  other  civic  organizations  should  have  a 
clearing  house,  so  to  speak,  where  each  organization  should  be  represented 


and  such  topics  as  are  of  mutual  interest  be  discussed  and  the  views  of  the 
other  secured.  Then  the  Grange  can  act  the  more  intelligently  and  be  of 
more  service,  never  allowing  its  identity  or  individuality  to  be  lost  sight  of. 

We  must  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  Pomona  or  district  deputies 
and  recommend  that  they  be  encouraged  and  supported. 

That  the  State  Grange  supply  these  deputies  with  a  book  of  rules  or 
instructions  as  to  what  is  expected  of  them.  We  believe  that  the  County 
deputies  can  work  up  a  closer  relationship  between  Pomona  and  Subordinate 
Granges  which  is  so  badly  needed. 

We  recommend  that  Pomona  officers  prearrange  their  meetings  and  that 
each  have  some  work  laid  out  for  the  meeting. 

We  fear  that  subordinate  Granges  do  not  feel  their  responsibility  to 
Pomona  not  only  to  the  lecturer  but  to  the  entire  workings  of  Pomona. 

We  recommend  a  more  active  interest  in  picnics,  field  days  and  fairs. 
There  is  much  complaint  about  our  fairs  going  to  seed  and  degenerating 
into  sporting  and  entertaining  exhibitions  and  losing  sight  of  the  real  pur- 
poses of  the  fair.    Now  we  can  have  what  we  want  if  we  want  it  bad  enough. 

We  recommend  that  State  Grange  so  arrange  that  the  Pomona  Masters 
have  a  conference  during  the  State  Grange  where  the  matters  of  Pomona 
may  be  discussed.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HORTICULTURE 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons; 

There  have  no  resolutions  referred  to  this  committee.  However,  we 
deem  horticulture  too  important  a  branch  of  the  agricultural  industry  to 
let  it  pass  unnoticed.  It  is  our  desire  to  bring  to  your  attention  some  of  the 
natural  advantages  of  our  great  state  for  fruit  growing. 

We  have  more  acres  of  land  adapted  to  fruit  growing  than  any  other 
State  in  the  Union,  while  we  are  at  the  very  doors  of  the  best  markets  of 
the  world.  With  all  these  natural  advantages,  Pennsylvania  ought  to  take 
her  place  at  the  head  of  the  procession  of  apple  producing  States. 

It  is  regrettable  to  think  that  on  many  farms  the  home  orchard  is  fast 
disappearing,  and  soon  there  will  be  thousands  of  farms  where  there  will 
not  be  an  adequate  supply  of  good  apples  for  the  boys  and  girls  growing  up 
on  such  farms. 

Our  recommendation,  therefore,  is  that  the  old  orchard  should  be 
renovated  and  rehabilitated  and  its  possibilities  brought  into  play.  At  the 
same  time  we  are  not  unmindful  that  many  of  these  neglected  orchards  have 
been  a  menace  to  fruit  growing  in  our  State. 

Your  committee  would  favor  legislation  making  it  compulsory  to  spray 
all  fruit  trees.     And  here  is  a  slogan  for  each  delegate  to  take  along  home: 
An  apple  a  day  will  keep  the  doctoif  away."

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During   seven  months  of  the  present  year-that  is,  from  May   1st  to 
December-Grange  News  suffered  an  experience  the  like  of  which  it  nad 
never  before  been  confronted  with-an   experience  which  meant   suspense 
embarassment,  worry   and   delay,   to   say   nothing   of   a   certain   amo^^^^^^^ 
financial  loss.     A  Printers*  strike  was  responsible  for  this  condition— a  strike 
whicrprevailed  among  all  the  large  plants  in  the  zone  -  -^-^^^^^^^^^^^ 
News    is    published,   and   which   not   only    badly    crippled    their    "mechanical 
departments,  but  which  caused  some  firms  to  suspend  operations-suspend 
until  the  depleted  ranks  could  be  supplied  by  men  competent  not  only  to  take 
up  the  work,  but  who  were  willing  to  be  reasonable  in  their  demands. 

The  trouble  had  its  origin  with  the  International  Typographical  Union. 
This  powerful  organization  authorizing  its  members  to  exact  or  demand  a 
44  hour  week,  working  schedule  vdth  48  hours*  pay.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
Union  became  so  autocratic  in  other  rulings  that  no  self-respecting  employer 
could  very  well  comply  unless  he  either  asked  customers  an  exorbitant  price 
for  printing  or  conducted  his  shop  at  a  loss. 

The  absurdity  and  unreasonableness  of  these  demands  are  so  apparent 
to  right  thinking  people  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  your  business  manager 

to  offer  further  comment.  ,      ,        ,  j      ^^  i,o,t^ 

This  condition,  however,  compelled  us  to  look  elsewhere  in  order  to  have 
Grange  News  printed,  and  as  this  work  can  be  executed  only  in  those  plants 
well  equipped  with  machinery,  it  meant  some  little  difficulty  to  find  such,  with 
result  that  two  issues  were  printed  in  the  city  in  which  we  are  now  assembled. 
(And  permit  me  to  say  right  here  that  an  effort  was  made  to  induce  the 
proprietors  of  this  plant  to  refuse,  threat^  being  made  to  render  it  uncom- 
f  ortable  for  them  if  they  handled  our  work) ;  one  issue  was  printed  in 
Hagerstown,  Maryland,  and  at  present  it  is  printed  m  Hamsburg,  your 
manager  indulging  the  hope  that  he  can  soon  return  to  his  own  plant  where 
the  work  can  be  done  at  a  smaller  figure.  Furthermore,  we  were  obliged  at 
one  time  to  combine  two  issues  (August  and  September)  in  our  efforts  to 
catch  up,  so  to  speak,  and  not  withstanding  this,  we  are  still  behind  owing  to 
conditions  difficult  to  overcome. 

Although  those  firms  catering  to  the  buyers  of  agricultural  machinery, 
fertilizers,  seeds,  etc.,  have  not  been  inclined  to  set  aside  as  liberal  an  appro- 
priation for  advertising  as  they  did  in  1920,  Grange  News  was  fortunate 
enough  to  not  only  hold  its  own,  but  the  years  aggregate  from  this  scource 
shows  an  income  in  excess  of  $300.00.  But  against  this,  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction—postage, mailing,  etc.,  reveal  a  decided  increase,  sending  the  work 
away  from  home  being  more  expensive,  although  the  union  scale  of  wages 
had  forced  us  to  ask  more  than  we  did  while  operating  on  an  open-shop  basis. 
During  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  1st,  the  sum  of  $8,272.35  was 
received  for  advertising;  from  subscriptions  and  contributions  by  Granges 
$502.75;  from  the  Grange  treasury  $2,350;  balance  on  hand  December  1st, 
1920,  $313.78,  making  a  total  of  $11,438.88.  For  printing,  mailing,  salaries, 
etc  $11,023.63  was  expended,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $415.25  There 
are  bills  receivable  amounting  to  $99,287,  while  bills  payagle  may  reach  a  total 

about  equalling  these  figures.  4.1.  4.     n 

Fellow  patrons,  to  repeat  a  request  made  last  year,  we  hope  that  all 
valuable  papers  read  at  your  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  will  be  sent 
to  Grange  News,  this  adding  much  to  the  interesting  features  of  your  pubh- 
cation.  Then  don't  forget  the  photographs  of  merit,  which  will  help  to  make 
the  pages  more  attractive.  And  now  don't  censure  us  if  we  again  with  all 
the  emphasis  and  fervor  at  our  command,  implore  you  to  pay  close  attention 
to  the  advertising  column  and  get  in  touch  with  advertising.  This  is  the 
only  way  that  you  can  help  us  to  put  Grange  News  on  a  selfsustaining  basis. 
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It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  this  be  done,  and  when  you  do  it,  be  sure 
to  say  in  writing  to  advertisers  that  you  saw  the  advertisement  in  Grange 
News. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  our  sister  members  have  been  generous 
patrons  of  our  pattern  department  and  we  will  not  object  if  they  will  induce 
their  neighbors  outside  of  the  Grange  to  buy  patterns,  as  the  revenues  from 
this  department  enables  us  to  keep  square  with  our  sundry  expenses. 

Let  me  say  in  conclusion,  that  Grange  News  has  been  more  liberally 
quoted  during  the  past  year  than  ever  before  and  at  the  present  moment  it 
is  strictly  in  the  limelight,  its  demands  for  certain  changes  in  legislation 
and  its  criticism  of  extravagances  in  a  certain  department  under  the  present 
State  administration  has  attracted  nation-wide  attention — and  the  end  is 
not  yet. 

Grange  News  has  a  mission — a  mission  that  appeals  to  every  member  of 
cur  Order,  and  in  the  maintainance  of  this  Mission  and  in  the  upholding  of 
this  standard,  your  publication  has  had  the  support  of  all  loyal  members, 
and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  is 
placing  the  Grange  upon  the  pinacle  to  which  it  is  entitled,  and  marching 
side  by  side  will  be  found  your  medium  of  communication,  Grange  News.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  GATEKEEPER 

Worthy  Master: 

In  submitting  my  annual  report,  I  shall  be  brief,  for  I  have  not  much  to 

report. 

The  duty  of  the  Gatekeeper  is  an  important  one,  for  it  devolves  upon  him 
to  ascertain  who  is  entitled  to  admittance  to  our  Grange  halls.  Now,  the 
Patrons  can  help  the  Gatekeeper  in  his  work  by  giving  the  password  in  the 
proper  order,  as  prescribed  by  Grange  usage. 

Among  other  things,  I  am  proud  that  the  old  Keystone  State  ranks 
first  this  year  in  the  matter  of  new  granges.  It  shows  that  the  farmers  of 
Pennsylvania  are  not  unmindful  of  the  great  work  our  organization  is  doing 
for  the  rural  community. 

Every  member  should  be  a  booster  for  the  Order,  and  should  do  his  or 
her  share  toward  bringing  in  new  members.  If  each  member  now  on  our 
rolls  would  get  just  one  other  to  join  during  the  coming  year,  our  membership 

would  be  doubled. 

I  find  that  some  of  our  granges  do  not  give  the  attention  to  the  young 
folks  that  they  should.  We  need  the  young  folks  in  our  Order  to  keep  it 
alive.  Usually  it  is  the  young  folks  that  take  an  interest  in  building  up 
degree  teams;  and  I  think  no  grange  is  complete  without  a  degree  team. 
It  makes  a  much  better  impression  on  the  candidate  when  he  is  initiated  into 
the  mysteries  of  the  Order  in  due  form. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  hear  that  our  Casualty  Insurance  Company  may 
expect  better  patronage  in  the  future  than  it  has  received  in  the  past.  No 
Patron  can  make  a  better  investment  than  to  take  out  a  policy  for  the  pro- 
tection of  his  labor,  his  family  and  himself. 

I  have  had  two  occasions  during  the  past  two  years  when  I  was  very 
glad  that  I  had  casualty  insurance,  and  I  would  not  be  without  this  protection 
for  twice  the  cost.    When  I  send  my  men  to  work  I  feel  secure,  because  I 

know  they  are  protected.  ,      .  ^  .     , 

Patrons,  I  feel  that  the  State  Grange  should  use  its  influence  in  keeping 
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down  the  overhead  expense  of  running  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction, 
to  the  end  that  some  of  the  money  now  poured  out  so  lavishly  there  might 
be  passed  on  to  the  schools. 

Many  of  the  poorer  districts  are  now  overburdened  with  debt  and  taxes. 
This,  together  with  the  deflation  of  the  price  of  farm  produce,  leaves  the 
farmer  very  little  or  nothing  for  his  hard  work. 

I  feel  this  has  been  one  of  the  best  sessions  of  the  State  Grange  ever 
held,  and  I  know  we  have  all  been  benefitted  by  it.

Your  Committee  on  Credentials  reports  the  names  of  1,060  delegates, 
an  increase  of  157  as  compared  with  the  delegate  body  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
held  at  Allentown,  last  year.  These  1,060  delegates  represent  46  Pomona 
and  641  Subordinate  Granges,  coming  from  63  counties.  Although  entitled 
to  representation,  the  counties  of  Pike,  Cameron,  Forest  and  Franklin  sent 
sent  no  delegates.
